Was made to certain matters of great import. Without.

The Protocols—it indeed opened my eyes—nay, it 
reeled my head. |t was really quite shocking to go 
through this most unusual of books. lis perusal revealed 
that Maulana Ansari has in his interview just tried to 
show a fleeting glimpse of the workings of the mind 
of the scattered tribe called Jews. His narration can be 
ltkened to an iceberg whose littic peak is visible on the 
Surface but the million-fold bulk remains hidden deep 
down the waters, and which with a steady slow/pace is 
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always moving on its set course without producing even 
ripple on the surface of the ocean, yet possessing the 
potential of unimaginable destruction and terror.

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Introduction 
JEWRY IN HISTORICAL PERSPECTIVE 
By Maulana Abdul Aziz 





HE history of the “scattered tribe" of Jews has been 

a history of fraud and deccit, criminality and cunning, 
sabotage und destruction. For the last two thousand 
years they have been engaged in all sorts of crimes against 
humanity and the worst sufferers have always been those. 
mations who committed the blunder af opening their 
doors to this highly insidious cabal. If we just look 
at the history of only the recent past the truth of the 
statement would be quite manifest. I shiak a brief survey 
will be useful: 


They were tumed out of Portugal and 
Spain. They were driven out of England in 1290. They 
were twice pushed away from Francs, once in 1306 and 
again in 1394. They were exiled fram Belgium in 1370 
and from Czechoslovakiu in 1380. Holland drove them 
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out in 1444, and Italy turned them out in 1540. Ger- 
many pushed them out in 1551. Russia exiled them in 
1510. Indeed exilement hax been their lot since the 
beginning; and if we look at the earlier history too we 
will find that they have met the seme fate all along, It 
is a punishment and a curse over them although they 
like to remain under the self-deception of being "God's 
Chosen People", 


But why so much degradation and humiliation has 
become part of their destiny? After all what is wrong 
with them? 


Without going into details, if we look at their national 
Character, their social behaviour, their basic beliefs, 
thinking and attitude, and the manner they behave in 
practical life, there remains no wonder if they are hut 
cursed and condemned. We need not go to other souris 
to understand their mental make up because TALMUD 
itself is explicit on the point, It declared: 





——The wealth and property of non-Jews ix per- 
missible for the Jews. If they get hold of any- 
thing belonging to others it would legitimate- 
ly belong to them, 





——lews have been chosen to exercise control and 
authority over the life and property of non- 
Jewish people. 

Just as man is superior to animals, the Jews are 
superior to all mankind inhubiting the earth, 
since with the exception of Jews all others have 
animality and rascatity in them.

—- The Jews have been orduingd by God that they 
accept interest from non-Jews and it is pro- 
hibited 10 advance cans without charging 
interest. 


Now Ù shall deal briefly the history of their encounter 
with the Muslims. The most heinous part of their 
career begins soon after Muhammad (peace be upon him) 
proclaimed his prophethood and preached the Divine 












The Jew» had sctticd in Arabia long befure the times 
of the Prophet, Tacy bad their settlements in Madina, 
Wadi abQurau. Khayber. ete. and had tbe complete 
control ol the economy in their hands. Agriculture. 
commerce. ndustry were all in the grip of the Jews and the 
Arab masses were quite satisfied with the arrangements 
since they could get finished goods and other necessities 
without labour or inconvenience. In order to please 
the Arabs the Jews were very generous in awarding pre- 
sents, ete. und provided various facilities to lure them and 
Keep them under their thumb. In Madinu, Bunu Qurayza, 
Banu Naci, Bunu Qaynga’a were the throc most pro- 
minent Jewish tribes. Qus and Khazraj were the two 
Arab tribes that had migrated from Yemen und settled 
in Madina, The Jews had resisted but failed to oust 
them and they finally made Madina their home in spite 
of all opposition of Jewish usurpers of Arab lands. How- 
ever. cordial relations developed by and by, and then 
sowing the seeds of discord and dissension between them 
the Jews exploited both the tribes for their own benefit 
Although Jews exercised great influence over them in 
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matters of religion and learning fand because of their 
economic supremacy) but could not bring them under 
their political power because of the tribal system of Arabs, 
Nevertheless Jewish influence had reached far and wide 
in many party of Hejaz and Arabs of the Idnan and 
Qahtan regarded them with awe. 








At a time when Jews dominated Arabs, Muhammad 
(peace be upon him) was born. For about a dozen years 
his message remulned confined mostly t Quraysh, and 
most of them did not submit before the Prophet. The 
Jews of Medina were awaiting for a last prophet and they 
were always talking about him before the peaple, As 
Soon as the news about the prophethood of Muhammad 
reached Medina, Qus and Khazraj at once embraced Idam, 
Indeed they could see forsthemselves the clear signs of 
prophethood about which the Jews were never tired of 
talking. he Jews even used to threaten theni of dire 
consequences when the expected Prophet would arrive 
The. Jews were under the impression that the coming 
prophet would be from one amongst them... But their 
wishes were not fulfilled. The Prophet did arrive but 
(the Quran points out); 


“When there came into them that they know 
to be true they refused to believe in" (11:89) 


“Those unto whom we gave the scriptures re- 
cognise as they recognised their sons. But a party 
of them (the Jews) knowingly concealeth the troth” 
47:146) 
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“Many of the people of the scripture (Jews) long to 
make you disbelievers after your belief, through 
cnvy and their own account after the truth had 
become manifest unto them” (11:109) 


When Muhammad (peace be upon him) migrated 
10 Medina a peace pact was arrived at between him 
and the Jews. Although the Jews seemed to be very 
happy over il but inner condition of the heart was exposed 
by the Quran thus: 


“It is ever yo that when they make a covenant, a 
party of them set it aside? The truth is, most of 
them believe not" (11100) 


This verse ports out that the Jews have always been 
breaking their pledges. Indeed it had become their 
national tran, No sooner they. entered into a pact with 
Uw Prophet they used to break it.The Qur'an says: 





“As often as they (Jews) light a fire for war, Allah 
extinguisliss it. Their effort is for corruption in 
the lund, and Allah lovcth not corrupters" (V:64) 


——-Alter Hijra, when the Prophet was engaged in 
battles with the Quraysh, the Jews in Medina 
conspired with the enemy in spite of the pacts ro. 
the contrary. 


——In the battle of Badr and Uhd (when Meccans 
tried to invade Medina) the Jews had all their 
sympathies with the Quraysh. 


——At last, in 4 A.H., the Jewish Jeuders gathered 
a force of 12,000 people belonging to various 





x 
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tribes of Arabs to wipe out the Muslims of 
Medina at a time when famine and extremely 
cold weather had already sapped their energies. 
The Muslims could bring a force of 3.000 only 
in their defence. The Quran exposes the 
criminal intent of Jews thus 

"Hast thou not scen those unto whom a portion 
of the scripture (Torah) has been given, how 
they believe in idols and take deines and how 
they say of those udolarers) who disbelieve: 
These are more rightly guided than those who 
believe.’ Those tthe Jews) are they whom 
Allah hay cursed. and he whom Allah hu 
vursed, thou (0! Muhammad) will find for them 
no sufferer” (IV.51. $2) 















The Que'anic verse refers w an vccusion when the 


Jewish Flders were instigating Arab infidels to organise 
themselves for an attack over Medina, Abu-Sutian asked 
Kua'b b. Ashraf, the Jewish leader, as to who in his 


opinion w 





on the right path, the infidels of Meven or 


Muhammad (pace he upon him)? Kawb b. Ashraf 
replied that "you are on the right path aad the followers. 
f Muhammad were the lost penplc." 


At last in the ensuing battle the Jews of 
Medina suffered a crushing defeat. Many 
were killed and the rest were turned out of 
Medina. The Jews have not yet forgotten 
this humiliation and their writers keep on re- 
freshing the event in the Jewish memory. In 
1948, Ben-Gurian of “Isract” remarked that they 
would turn out. the Muslims trom where they 
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had turned them out. But they don’t under- 
Stand that exilement is their destiny and they 
cannot run frum it. Jt is written large on their 
fate and there is no escape from it. They have 
heen turned out innumerable times from so 
many countries, how then would they tura all 
the mations out of their countries? Will they 
name one single country which played host to 
them and they in turn did not sabotage its best 
interests? Deceit and fraud is in their bones, 
The Qur'an has pronounced an eternal judgment 
OF their fute as follows: 

“And humiliation and wretchness were stamped 
upon them and they were visited wilh wrath 
From Allah: That wa» because they dishelieved 
im Allab's revelutions amd slew the prophets 
wrongly. That was for their disobedience and 
transgression” (11:61) 


And the irony of their fate is that this insidious 
‘cabal bus been condemned and cursed by God 
through the Prophet David (Daud) and Jesus 
‘peace be upon them). The Qur'an says 
“Those of the children of fsrael who went astray 
were cursed by the tongue of David, and of 
desus, son of Mary. That was because they 
rebuked and used to transgress. 





“They restrained nat one another from the 
wickedness they did. Verily evil was that they 
used to do. 

Thou seest many of them making friends with 
those who disbelieve. Surely ill for them is

thac which they themselves send oa before them: 
that Allah will be wroth with them and in the 
doom they will abide" (V:78,79,80) 

- —After their utter humiliation ir. Madina. they. 
„with renewed efforts, tried to mobilize their 
fores in Khayber und Wadi-alQurava 
where they hud their strongholds when 
theic activities reached dangerous proportions, 
at (ast, i0 7 A.H., ia order to erusb dhieit militury 
might once for all, Khayber was altacked by 
14 hundred Muslim soldiers while the Jews 
were ten thousand in number. The moment 
the Prophet entered the inhabitations of 
Khayber, he declared, "Khayber is destroyed". 
Khayber did fall to the feet of Muslims, Jews 
pleaded for mercy and they were spured for 
half the agricultural produce as their. penalty. 
The objective was to do away with their war 
machinery and it was never intended to elimi- 
mate them as a people but they have been such 
a thankless people ibat their mechinations 
against the Muslims were never stopped. At 
last they were pushed away towards Syria 
during the Khilafat of Umar. 








They remained busy with one mischief or 
the other, but up to the end of the Khilafat of 
Umar, they could not raise their heads, But 
during the pertod of the third Catiph Othman 
their mischief-mongering began to bear poiso- 
nous fruits. Abdullah b. Sabe and his gang 
got the opportunity to incite rhe suppressed 
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Facial feelings between Banu Hashim and Banu 
Umayyah. They in seemingly innocent manner 
Taised the question of succession after Muham- 
mad (peace be upon him). This resulted in 
the martyrdom of Othman, Ali was con- 
fronted in the battle of Jamal and Saffen with a 
painful situation where Muslims were arrayed 
against the Muslims. And in spite of much 
bloodshed the Right-Guided Caliphate came to 
an end with the martyrdom of Ali. The Jewish 
revenge had not yet subsided. Infact, the institu- 
tion of the Right-Guided Caliphate is of funda- 
mentul and basic importance im Islam which 
is meant to keep the ideology of Islam intact, 
Powerful and dynamic. tn this context the 
success of Abdullah b. Saba can rightly be 
‘assessed from the fact that not only the Cali- 
phate ended but through Yazid's regime the 
reins of power totally came in the hands of those 
Whose rule may be anything but Islamic. It 
was a regime where people like Imam Hasan 
Basti felt suffocation and saw no alternative but 
to retire in seclusion while dancing damsel», 
singers and musicians were being patronised 
and showered with rewards and honours. 





The Jewish conspirators were longing just 
for such an atmosphere. Some of their educated 
and trained personnel joined the ranks of 
Muslims and they tried to introduce innovations 
and keretical ideas in the beliefs and thought of 
Muslims in -a most cunning snd subte

manner. Their conspiracy has indeed been 
so successfull that even to-day we are sometimes 
drawn into discussion over the issues raised by 
them in those days. Many Muslim intellec- 
tuals and scholars were Forced ta spend their 
lime and energy in mitigating the evil that had 
crept in the form of faise ideas and precepts. 
And it took great labour to weed out the 
poisonous thorns introduced by the Jewry. 


Unfortunately Islamic history offers many instances 
where Jews played havoc. In almost all the pitfalls 
in the long course of our historical puxt Jews have been 
active and whenever any misfortune fell on them the 
Jews have been responsible directly or indirectly, overtly 
or covertly, The Jews have always helped other nation- 
alities and religions im their fight against Muslims, They 
have always collaborated with any other power. even with 
idol worshippers, to inflict injury on the Muslims und 
their cause. The Qur'an speaks of onc of their basic 
postulates thus: 


That is because they (Jews) say: we have 
no duty to the Gentiles (non-Jews). They speak. 
a lie concerning such knowledge". ((11:75). 


1t means there is no need of any borheration about 
an act being good or bad as far as "goyim" are concerned. 
Everything is permissible if it can harm the non-Jews. 


For them there is ne, need to distinguish between right 
or wrong, between good and evil, virtue or vice, And 
this is the lowest depth to which a human being can fall. 
When that happens there remains ao difference between 
a man and an armai. 
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Whenever Muslims have suffered any defeat at the 
hands of their enemies, Jewish conspiracy has been ut 
the back of il. A glance over our history draws one to 
this inescapable conclusion. ‘The end of the Right. 
Guided Caliphate, downfall of Umayyads and Abbas- 
ides, end of Turanians in India, and last of all, the down- 
tall of Othman Caliphate. ~in a)! these crucial stages of 
the history of Muslims, Jews have been active and, 
directly or indirectly, responsible for the chaos, confusion 
and destruction. In the limited space at my disposal it 
i» not possible to go into amy details. However, it is a 
subject which requires “hought and extensive research to 
make the present generation realize the extent of the 
threat they arc faced to. 








After their success in Turkey, their ambitions knew 
no bounds, Their onslaught on Turkey is no more a 
secret, They themselves proclaim it as the pride of their 
achievement, The revolution there was planned and 
executed by the international Jewry. Sulaiman Mansoor, 
a Jew, writes in one of his secret despatches: 








“We had offered a few million gold coins to Sultan 
Abdul Hamid as bribery for obtaining u piece of. 
land in Turkey. But he refused. and turned aut 
‘our men with disgrace. Bul you rest assured we 
would in due course raise to the ground this 
haughty Government and would so molest the 
Turks that their plight would be more miserable 
than that of the Red fadians of America.” 


And then it is now common knowledge how the 
Committee of Union and Progress was formed and 
guided by the Jewish leadership, themselves keeping in 
the background, and how the Donmehs (a Jewish sect 
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founded in the sevenicenth century) contributed their 
share in the attainment of the nefarious designs of Jewish 
conspiracy. Ultimately Ottoman Caliphate was anni- 
hilated, 


And now they have their eyes on Pakistan, which is 
A fortress of Islam, a bulwark against all forces hostile 
fo Islam. Apart from the fact that Pakistan can never 
‘compromise on the issue of the creation of a Jewish stalt 
im the heart of the Muslim world, the Jewry also realizes 
that their designs for “Greater israel” envisaging the 
inclusion of Madina, could never be accomplished so 
long Pakistan semains on the map. Also they are con- 
Sclous that any relaxation in the attitude of Pakistan

1 read the views of Maulana Zafar Ahmad Ansari 1 felt 
them to be the echo of my heart.

May God bestow upon us 
strength and wisdom to meet the challenge.

HE problems that confront the Muslim word 

to-day deserve serious thought. Any correct appraisal 
of the issues involved, however, is not possible unless we 
Jook at the background of events first, and (ry Lo under- 
stand the politico-historical perspective and the inter- 
national forces at play behind the scenes. 


We know that towards the end of the first quarter of 
the present century Muslim decline had reached its 
lowest ebb, and they bad lost alt their glory as ari inter- 
national power. With tbe exception of a few picces of 
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land where they yet retained freedom and sovereignty, 
their power and strength hud declined and they were 
Teduced to the position of serfdom and slavery, to be 
exploited by the imperialist powers as an easy target of 
untold misery and suffering. Then followed a period in 
their history which could rightly be called an era of stru- 
gele for political freedom im which most of the Muslim 
lands obtained independence. This phase of our history 
began forty years back and continues right till the present 
time. Naw apart from the territory which is still occu- 
pied by the Communist countries. comparatively few 
areas remain under foreign domination—and these areas 
are held by the old as well as the neo impztilists, such is 
France, Britain and India. 








Two most significam features of the last 25 years of 
our history have been: Firs, qune a successful attempt 
made by the Muslim countries in their struggle for 
political freedom. Second. march with a rapid pace 
towards intellectual and cultural slavery of the West 
Parallel existence of the forces of virtue und evil is a dis- 
tinctive phenomencn af our history of this period, And 
indeed it requires a thorough probe and u deep study as 
to the factors responsible for so remarkable a success in 
80 short a time in the strugele for political freedom and. 
side by side, a headlong plunge in the sucio-coltural value- 
pattern of the West and the slavish imitation of it by the 
Muslim peoples everywhere. The matter is of vital 
import and hence calis for a prompt attention as, before 
anything cise. moral decay and cultural deterioration ha: 
somehuw ta be checked if we wish to survive as a selt- 
respecting people. The existing trends are quite anta- 
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gunistic to everything that Islam stands for. And this 
situation is fast corroding the collective ego, and if no 
due attention is paid to this vital question, the political 
freedom itself is at stake. Without cultural determi- 
nation, political liberty cannot long survive. 


Now | want to invite attention to yet another aspect 
of the problem. We know that the world has shrinked, 
vo to speak, in the modern times. and the problems and 
issues faced by u country or society cannot be fully under- 
stood if we keep our eye» confined to only that nation or 
region. Ik is of utmost importance that in order to 
understand the problems facing the Muslim world we 
first try to understand the socio-politico-economic foree» 
at work an the international field. and be aware of the 
plans and endeavours. the strategy and the tactics, of at 
Feast those who wield real power and their notable 
hirclings. The Muslims have paid heavily for their 
complacency in this respect and greater misfortunes lie 
in store af they will not yet open their eyes. 


International Jewry—A Menace 


T have thought long and deep in this matter 
studies and probe reveal that the mast args 
dangerous and the most potent force in the world polities 
today are the Jews, Their roots are spread far beyond 
the expectations of anyone. It is generally believed that 
the world is divided between the two hostile camps: the 
Communist bloc headed by Soviet Russia. and the 
Capitatist or the so-called democratic countries whose 
reigns are supposed to be held by the people of the 
United States of America. But the fact is that the 
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Russian and American governments are just pawns in the 
hands of a most cunning and insidious hidden power. 
that is, the Jewish nation, That Britain, France, and 
particularly USA*, are under the influence of Jews, 
rather a plaything in the hands of international Jewry, 
is now more or less known.

+ The tussle between the Muslims aad Jews has quite 
a long history but it obtained renewed vigour towards 
the end of the nineteenth century, In the 1897 when the 
Jewish “Elders” met secretly they chalked out a pro- 
gramme to blow up the unity of thc Muslim world, 
Their plan was to first bring about revolution in Russia 
and then dynamite the Caliphate, a symbol of Muslim 
unity and solidarity.

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a century*, He thus inflicted a blow whose wounds are 
hard to heal. Indeed it is beyond any doubt that Nasser 
is an agent of Zionism's, 


It is argued that if ‘Naseer hud been playing in the 
hands of Jews, “Israet”, Britain and France would not 
have attacked. her, and also that Russia would not have 
threatened to bring in her forces aguinst the attackers. 
Indeed good number of people are under this deception 
but as time wears on, mist surrounding this mystery is 
fast evaporating into thin air, The basic thing to re- 
member in this connection is that the real objective behind. 
the fighting over the Suc» issue was to provide opportu- 
nity and pave way for territorial expansion of “Israel” 
and ensuring its strength and development through 
indirect and subtle ways. And “Israel” for obvious 
reasons wants to accomplish its design» at suitable fal 
vals, bit by bit, as opportunity and circumstances permi 
An all-out attack on any Muslim country would be out 
of tune to her schemes. In fact, the Suez aflair cannot 
fully be understood without an eye over the relevant 
circumstances and subsequent Jewish achievements, 

















All the three powers attacking Egypt hud the fullest 
support of America too, but it retraced its steps at the 
sleventh hour, Why America did so, is narrated in 
detail by the then British Prime Minister, Anthony Eden, 
in his diaries, Indeed all these four powers were com-

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pletely confident of their victory--the victory of Zion- 
ism—but America's aloofness changed the entire course 
of events, America refrained not o.. of humanitarian 
or moral considerations but for factors of high diplo- 
macy. America wants lo oust Britain [rom the Middle 
East potitics and enlarge ber own sphere of influence in 
this region. As regards the threat of Russia it was 
nothing but an exercise in diplomacy. 


As repards the plea that the Egyptian dictator is 
always publicly denouncing America and hence how he 
could be regarded as playing in the hands cf Jews, is 
nothing bul a crude attempt on his part in wying to 
befool his mwn people. These outbursts of Nasser are 
smeant for home consumption only. Such tactivs ure 
necessitated to pacify the Arab masses. It s deception, 
pureand simple, inorder to keep himself saddled in power. 
I someone believes it te be otherwise let him ponder over 
a very simple question. If Americsand Egypt are en- 
emies of each other why America i» heen to so lavishly 
provide with all the aig to Naser. Among all the 
countries of the world, Egypt is getting perhaps the great- 
est amount of aid per eaipta in food. How i» it so? 
Certainly America cannot be stupid enough to waste its 
resources on a country which is hostile or not prepared 
to serve its designs and purposes. Why at all this huge 
amount is being paid by America? 


The truth of the matter is that through America the 
Zionists have been quite successful in getting from Nasser 
all they wished for Pt conection with the cansalidation and 
strengthening of the position of "Israel". 
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The first measure for the consolidation, security, 
and further expansion of “Israel” was taken in the form 
of the suppression of the most popular movement of 
the Middle East, The Muslim Brotherhood (kan al- 
Musliman), in whose presence it was not at ull possible 
for any government ia Egypt to exhibit the least possible 
vomplaceney or weakaess viscvis “Israel”, Tt was 
indeed unthinkable for any ruler to show the least favour. 
of accord any recognition to it directly or indirectly. 
But that is what Col. Nasser has virtually done. And 
he himself is responsible for bringing the cat out of bag. 
When in 1954-55, the Muslim Brotherhood was ruthless- 
ly suppressed and its best leaders were hanged and 40 
to 50 thousand of its members were put behind the bars, 
the Colonel im an interview to the correspondent of 
New York Times assured the Zionists und ils supporters, 
as für back as October 15, 1955, that none of the Arabs 
wanted to eliminate “Israel”. The only thing Arabs 
wanted was the right to live for the ousted Palestinians 
and their properties to be returned as assured by the U.N, 
Resolution seven years before.

to have any suy in it, what interest the non-Arab Muslin.

and wider, specially when the rest of the Ummah wou! 
like to base its identity on Islam as it naturally should, 
otherwise there is no sense in any sort of affiliation with 
their religion.

The slogan of Arab nationalism was raised by the

organizations and groups with dedicated spirit, 














‘Away from Caltural Suicide 

The second-most important task is to chalk out ways 
and methods to put a stop to the sensate cultural “ex 
plosion" in which we find ourselves engulfed at the 
moment and which is fast esting into the vitats of our 
existence as an ideological community. We have to 
take effective steps to arrest its influence and deliver the 
Muslim peoples everywhere from its obnoxious conse- 
quences. Islamic culture is a thing poles apart from the 
sensate and seusueus culture imported from the West. 
The fact is that in the Muslim countries anti-Islamic 
forces are actively engaged to roh them of all them. 
values and purity of thought. and they are doing it in the 
garb of culture, Indeed the onstaught of Western culture 
is so powerful that if we will not wake up to the danger 
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facing us our creed, faith and the very foundation of our 
ethico-ideological existence would be at stake, Dis- 
interestedness, rather positive apathy, towards Islam, 
disregard for the basic postulates of the faith in the 
youth, outright erctical views, moral depravity, addiction 
fo cheap sentimental slogans, and a care free and itres- 
Ponsible existence,—all these and many more are the 
rewards of the blind dogmatic imitation of the Western. 
Cultare, Our youth ure marching headiang to the abyss 
oF ultimate elimination as a distinct cultural entity and 
the bearer of a message and hope for the humanity. 
Unconsciously cultura! trends are sapping the vitals of 
Qui Socio-moral organism, and this condition shall persist 
unless we take immediate effective steps to arouse them 
from the deep hypnotic sleep through so cleverly con- 
ducted “suggestions” of the West, 


Our difficulty is that good many of us do not realize 
that the scientife inventions and discoveries and. the 
Particular socio-cultural pattern in which the scientific 
development took piace are two things apart, and not 
Jnter-dependent on cach other in any way. Any society 
may take the advantage of scientific advances and tech- 
nological developments achieved by others but it is not 
at all imperative that along with it the social and cultural 
environment of the country concerned may be imitated 
too, and that the values and system of life of others 
should unnecessarily be adopted. While fully adhering 
to our social, cultural and religious valuesand way of life 
‘we could make advancement in the field of science and 
technology too. The wrong educational system pre- 
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valent in the Muslim countries is responsible for a mis- 
conception in this regard. Tt seems to be unconsciously 
ingrained in many minds that for attaining progress in 
science we must necessarily recreate the cultural atmos- 
phere of the Westera countries, If, for instance, phar- 
‘muceutical techniques of a country ase of a very high order 
but drinking, dancing, near-nude female apparel and 
mixed society, etc., are part of their cultural environment 
why at all should it be necessary for us to import these 
vives too aloag with the technique of producing medi- 
cines? Why should it be an essential part of our culture 
to wear the suit of a particular colour (and also why not 
uny other dress?) while taking our food? And same is 
‘true for other similar manifestations of European culture 
and civilization. The honourable and self-respecting 
course for the Muslim peoples will be to take all the 
advantage of the scientific achievements, renearch and 
progress anywhere in the world, and also try to excel the 
Western countries in the field of leurning and technology. 
We must strictly keep away the cultural environment of 
‘the West. We must strive hard to save ourselves from 
the onslaught of Western culture at ail cost. In this 
connection Muslim religious thinkers, sociologists and 
scholars in various branches of learning should tak 
upon themselves to clarify and demonstrate the futility 
rather the pernicious consequences of imitating the 
Went. 








Excel West 1n Science and Technology 


After deep thought extended over long years I have 
arrived at the conclusion that the Islamic countries shall

not be able to shed away the inferiority complex and the 
cullural slavery unless and until they would, with their 
joint effort, make a tremendous endeavour to excel the 
Western nations in science and technology and other 
branches of learning and thought. They must demons- 
trate that science and technology is nobody's monopoly 
and they can leave others far behind in the fields which 
are supposed to be the special domain of the West. 


T would suggest that the Muslim countries should 
make a joint effort in preparing a Master Plan for deve- 
lopment, and in keeping with the particular ciremustances, 
facilities und resources of various regions and countries 
could set up universities and institutions of a very high 
standard to impart education in aris, science» and 
technology with all possible facilities for research and 
development. For example, if Pakistan is advanced in 
agriculture, here a most modern and superbly equipped 
Agricultura! University should be established and the 
students from all over the Muslim world should be 
provided with facilities for specialization in this particular 
branch of knowledge. They should be given all the 
impetus and conveniences to come to Pakistan and 
become experts, Similarly here or elsewhere in the 
Muslim world various universities ia all the sciences, 
engineering and technical fields should be established and 
arrangements should be made for the entire Muslim world 
to send its students there. In the same way we could 
also give instruction of a very high order in law, medicine, 
social sciences, etc. etc. The standard of education and 
instruction in ali the subjects should in no case be less 
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than that of any other university of the world, These 
universities and institutions will serve innumerable useful 
Purposes. The most important function served by them 
would be that they would put an end tc the imitation of 
West and develop self-confidence and self-dependence 
and the Muslim youths instead of seeking admission in 
Europe and America will go to Muslim countries and 
thus would save themselves from the obnoxious germs 
of Western culture which must creep in their thinking aod 
living in the Western countries and which may not part 
from them for the rest of their lives. 1 had proposed this 
scheme in the list session of Rabia al-Alam al-Lsland 
at Mecca which lus been officially adopted. Let us 
trust and hope that the Muslim countries would realize 
the importance and need to implement this scheme, 


Before such universities are established or along with 
their arrangements, research institutions are required 
Wherein the experts in various branches of Islamic learn- 
ing should iake up a critical and thorough study of the 
disciplines developed in the West w» that they can speak 
‘with undisputed authority on that subject. For example, 
those well versed in Figh (haw) should take up a special. 
study of law, make u thorough study of the laws and 
Juristic thought of the entire world. They should learn 
the languages that are rich in the iterature on taw, The 
incessant endeavour and hard work must necessarily 
result in scholarship that would he superb. Similar 
method has to be followed in other branches of learning 
also. Mistim scholarship must rise above than that of 
any other gr oup ar society.

Script throughout the Muslim world is of basie importance. 
Among other thi 3 significance for the unity and 
solidarity of the Muslim world cannot be over-emphasised.

As regards the Pokistan's attitude towards the qucs- 
tion of Islamic unity, there conld not be two opinions 
about it, We want the unity. not merely as an esp 
diency but as a natural culmination of the genesis of 
Pakistan itself. This country was established for the 
express purpose of ordering our lives in accord with the 
dictates of the Qur'an and the Sunnah, że.. adoption of 
Islam as a way of life in every walk of our Ines, Quite 
naturally, from the time Pakistan came into being nll 
this day, in spite of many vicissitudes and upheavals in 
the country’s political life, all the constitutional docu- 
ments, including the present constitution itself, have 
always reiterated that the State of Pakistan stands for the 
unity of the Muslim countries. In fact, this is the cher- 
ished ideal of the people of Pakistan and this has been the 
objective of the governments too. Indeed, it is the echo 
of everybody's heart. 








As one naturally should expect there might be a few 
persons who are not able to reconcile their minds with 
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ihe idea of the unity of Muslim world. But their motives 
are well known. These people have soft corner for 
Gemal Abdel Nasser in spite of the neo Pharaoh's most 
intimate associations with India. the bitterest enemy of 
Pakistan. Nasser is unequivocal in his attitude to Pakis- 
‘tan to the extent that he has even publicly declared that 
if India and Pakistan will not resolve their differences 
and any clash of arms occurred. his sympathies will lie 
on the side of India. But in spite of Nasser's blatant 
attacks on Islamic forces and the ideal of Muslim soli- 
darity, there are some quislings among Muslims who 
admire him —their motives are well known ond the people.

J Zion- H i» the nume of m hill of ancient Jerusalem, 
Jew believe that the Prophet David had built a place 
of worship there, and hence the hil! began to be regard 
ed as Holy. The Jews exploited the situation for their 
benefit and made Zion a symbol for their ulterior 
Purposes. And hence Zionism. 


Zionism — The movement for the establishment for a home 
in Palestine for the scattered tribe of Jews. However, 
the creation of the state nf "sra" did not diminish 
the importance of the Zionists’ movement, but rather 
made greater demands on the Zionists of the world 
to be partners with the State in building up the Jewish 
settlement and providing it with the means. The Jewish

We appeal to the parents 
to help us bring their children here. Cven if they decline 
to help, we will bring the youth to “Israel”; but | hope 
that this will not be necessary. 











Ben-Gurion asserted that the "establishment of a 
new State was never the fulfilment of Zionism and that 
the movement wax morc necessary now than ever" 
He also pointed oul that, whereas the sovereignty of the 
State was limited to citizens within its borders, the 
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Zionist movement embraced all Jews throughout the 
world, (New York Times, May 30, 1951). 


Israeli Foreign Minister Sharett declared before the 
Atmual Convention of the Labour Zionist of America 
in July, 1952, that “Israel” must have a population of 
not Jess than four million (FORWARD, July 5, 1952) 
Jt was indeed u confirmation of what his chief announced 
before the “World Zionist Organisation": "This State 
is the only onc which is not an end in itself, but serves 
as a means in the fulfilment of Zionism, the inguthering 
of the exiles. 1t is not a State for its citizens alone, but 
for the whole Jewish people.” 





Speaking to American Zionists on "The State of the 
Future uf Zionism”. in 1950, Ben-Gurion thus defined 
their duties: "The basis of Zionism is neither friendship 
nor sympathy but the love of “Israel”, of the State of 
“Israel”... must be an unconditional love, , There 
must be complete solidarity with the State and the people 
of "Israel" (Speech delivered before the Action Com- 
mittee, World Zionist Organisation, Jerusalem, on April 
25, 1950). 


As would be readily seen. the main objective before 
Zionism today is to attract as many people to “Israel” 
a» possible. While capital is mo consideration 10 the 
Jews, they plan to conquer and subjugate Muslim lands, 
and they make nosecret of their designs. In their “Greater 
Israel" plan, they include "whole of Syria, Lebanon, 
Jordan, almost all Iraq. southern region of Turkey. 
Sinai and whole of the Nile delta region from Egypt, and 
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the northern regions of Hejaz and Najd, including the 
city of MEDINA"—(as revealed by Abul Ala Maududi 
in his famous commentary of the Qur'an, Tafhim ai- 
Quran. Lahore, 1966, Vol. 1V, page 166.) 


Some of the speeches und writings of the Zionist 
leaders are explicit about their future plans, Ze. the true 
fuifilment of Zionism. 


Dr. Arye Alkmaa, leader of the Herut (Labour) 
Party, declared in Parliament on July 29, 1951: “The 
rallying of scattered Jews means the concentration o£ five. 
million Jews im “Israel” over a period of ten years. This 
cannot be accomplished within the economic poténtial- 
ities of Istael. Thus the rallying operations call for a 
foreign policy aimed at the liberation of the entire: land 
of Israel." 





Dr. Alkman suid on March 13, 1952: “The Greater 
Israel which extends from Iraq upto Suez is the only power- 
ful State which can ensure peace and stability in the 
Middle East internally and externally. It is our duty to 
convey to the world frankly and openly that Israel's 
aim in marshalling the Jews of all the world in Palestine 
in a concerted manner is to create new boundaries for her, 
extending from frag ta Suez, Then and only then Isracl 
will become the bastion of democracy in the Middle East 
and will be in a position to prevent any disaster.” 


And for the Jewish concept of democracy, reference 
may be made to the modern Messiah of Jews, Theodor 
Hera, who states in his The Jewish State op, cit p 69) : 
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“People sre not fit for democracy and will not be 
so in the future either. Sane and mature po- 
licies are not the product of popular and pariju. 
mentary institutions. Personalities, which are the 
Product-forees of History, best represent the 
wishes of the people and safeguard the interests 
amd security of the State. It is these personalities 
and not the people who are bora to rule und it is 
their will which should ultimately prevail, 








Further, M. Bengeen, speaking in the Israeli Parlia- 
ment, snid : "iere will he no place for the peuple vr 
Israel or for Isracl itself or for the Arabs so tong as we 
are unable (o. [rare owr entire homeland, notwithstuml- 
ing the signing of à peace treaty."

The London JEWISH CHRONICLE declared on 
April 4, 1919

masons even though one may have passed a lifetime in 
this organization. 








The organizational technique and method of work 
is so secret that Encyclopaedia Britannica, which other- 
wise is so informative on most matters, bad to admit: 
"Evidence is too scanty to enable the nature of the Lodges 
to be determined.” The Lodge proceedings and the 
relevant affairs are kept extremely "secrct" and non- 
members cannot learn a word about them. The members

communicate with each other with secret codes and they 
recognize ther members through a system of secret signs 
and passwords. Even, they have a peculiar way of 
knocking at the doors of their brethren amd they re- 
Cognisc al once even instrange lands, A Lodger, while 
visiting a foreign country, needs no formal introduction 
with his counterparts elsewhere. He just requires the 
address and then the peculiar knocking at the door 
brings the man jumping at his feet to the door to greet 
him. Im sociai gaherings and meetings and functions 
in various countries they recognise and greet each other 
wirhant any difficulty or speaking a word, simply through 
secret sign words, gestures and movements of their 
hands and bodies. For exumple, thet most common 
sign isa triangle which they call EYE. 1f à Freemason 
in strange surroundings wants to kaow how many other 
brothers are there in a social function, ete., or if he wants 
to make his own identity known to other Freemasons 
present im a mob, the only thing that he needs to do is to 
put his fingers between the buttons of his coat or waist- 
cout and lo mabe a triangle with his fingers on one side 
amd the border of the coat on the other, All members 
of this sceret brotherhood present there will respond 
inanediutely and each one will know about others, withe 
out the necessity of speaking a word. 

















Freemasonry likes to take into its fold only high 
officials of a country, civil or military, or top figures in 
foreign or native firms. There is no bar of caste, colour, 
religion or nationatity for joining the organization. 
Rather native officials are encouraged and then they are 
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E to a pls» They are exploited in a 
manner that they may not realize what ulterior purposes 
wre being fulfilled through them. This “secret or tucit 
brotherhood” is made to develop au “instinctive sym- 
pathy” for its members. Being a Lodger is considered 
to be a sufficient qualification for a junior officer in uny 
xovernment for geting him a hig rise or a jump over the 
heads of his seniors but non-Lodgers, of course, through 
help and connivance of those already well placed in 
Positions of power and prestige. There may be only a 
few, only one, and even none at all, belonging to the 
Jewish nationality, who muy be the member of this 
"secret brotherhood” in a country, but the organization 
is so developed that it must 
of world Jewry. 











This organization was fit set wp in Enghind in 
1717, four of these societies or "Lodges" in London 
united to form a. "Grand Lude™. . . with a new system 
of sceret signs. The London Grand Body hus heen the 
parent of other Lodyes in Great Britain. 








As to the functions and tasks of the Masonry, a 
perusal of Prosaculs will reveal the truth by none else 
but the leadership of this movement itself, It is a most 
revealing account and a government which ix keen to keep 
the country safe from the dangerous designs of this highly 
capable and influential chat, hus no alternative hut to 
futhlessty weed out this cult, as various countries of the 
world have actually dene, Certainly it wiart be an

lo his sacred body. In short, all doctrines 
were conceived by a Jew, Paul, and his asso- 
ciates in order to make possible the survival 
(and to facilitate the rise to secret power) of 
Judaism and Jewry. The dogma of "Christ's 
Crucifixion” was invented by Judaism, propa« 
gated and kept in force by it for the suke of 
its own survival, According to this legend, 
Jesus wus alleged to have been ‘crucified’ in 
33 CE.

The revolt against Ottoman Empire (1299—1920) 
‘was all the working of Jewish conspirators, The author 
George M. Haddad (op.cit. p. 52) makes very signifi- 
cant remarks: 


"The revolution aguinst Abdul Hamid's regime 

‘was thus inspired and prepared by the Ottoman 
liberals including officials and intellectuals ut 
home and abroad. It was carried out, however, 
by the officers in the garrisons of Macedonia. . . . 
The Sultan's government also committed the 
mistake of sending many suspected officers to 
serve in Macedonia, so that it turned out that 
the concentration of so many disgruntled 
liberals in the same distant region made it easter 
for them to conspire iogether and to enter inia.

George M. Haddad (op.cit., pp. 58-59) 
says: "The Young Turks must also be given credit 
for attempting even during the War period to modernise 
the Empire, and thus they unwittingly laid foundations 
for the policy followed by the (Kemalist) Republic, and 
prepared the way for a new Turkey. They transferred 
legal cases from religious to civil cours, . -developed 
he idea of language reform, introduced the Western 
calendar in the form of solar months, opened institutions 
of... music... They made progress in the emancipation 
‘of women hy allowing girls to enter the. . .. professions, 
"by revising the family law in favour of women and by 
restricting polygamy. They started the reform of dress.” 





Of course later Kemal Ataturk went headlong with 
all these ideas and much more to the utter joy of Jewry 
which had more than one reason to wipe out the 
remnants of Islamic culture and thought, 


Further, another writer, R. W. SETON-WATSON 
in his RISE OF NATIONALITY IN THE BALKANS 
(1917, pp. 135-136), makes the following revelations: 


“The main fact about the Committee of Union 
and Progress is its essential un-Turkish and 
un-Moslem character. From the very first 
hardly one among its true leaders has been 
x pure-blooded Turk. Enver is the son of a 
renegade Pole, Djavid belongs to the Jewish sect 
af DUNMEHS.

Curiously, Bernard Lewis has chosen to come out 
in defence of Young Turks and also of Freemasonry but 
his defence has all the more strengthened the apposite 
View.

Now something more about Ali Suavi and hi 
business, on the authority of Mr. Bernard Lewis him- 
self.

His importance lay im his 
Position as Master of the Prodos Masonic Lodge, and the 
exalted European connections to which this admitted him, 
Scalieri at once wrote an open letter to Abdul Hamid 
and sent it to the Engish language newspaper EASTERN

Whitakar referred the letter to the Palace 
Councillor, Saeed Pasha, who shrugged his shoulders 
and said. “publish”. The publication had the desired. 
effect ahd Murad was transferred to another palaer.” 
Note the ways and manners Masons act. And be was 
Just a school teacher. There is food for thought for^ 
people in ali Moslim lands. Also noie the Jews’ power 
over Turkish Press, They could get published whatever 
they liked. 











Further Mr. Lewis says 


“Scalieri and his Musonte friends did not leave 
the matter at that. From a report submitted 
to Sultan Abdul Hamid it seems thar an attempt 
was made to persuade the German and English 
Lodges the heads of which were the Emperor 
Wilheim, and the Prince of Wales, tu use their 
influence and secure the intervention of the 
German and British Ambassadors im Istanbul 
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in favour of Murad." 


This is how Freemasonry works, Jewish-Masonic 
brotherhood wanted to depose Sultan Abdul Hamid 
‘because he was stiff for Jews and did not allow them land 
in Palestine.

THES remarkable document cime in the knowledge 
of the world through the efforts of Professor. Sergyei 
A. Nilus, who was a priest in the Orthodox Church in 
Russia. He published the first Russian language edition 
in 1905. In his Autroduction he says that a copy had 
been handed over to him by a friend, heing a true trans- 
lation of an original document (probubly in Hebrew) 
stolen by a woman from one of the most influential and 
highly initiated leaders of Freemasonry, at the end of a. 
meeting of the initiated in France, "the nest of Jewish- 
Masonic conspiracy”. (Ry the way, since then no woman. 
is allowed the membership of Freemasonry and they are 
shunned from Lodges except, of course, on the occasion of 
social functions which indeed are heid very rarely), 


Professor Nilus says that the Protocols ate not ex- 
actly minutes of meetings, but s report, with a part appa- 
rently missing, made by some powerful person. In Jan- 
wary, 1917, be had prepared another edition but before 
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it could be put on the market the revolution of Merch, 
1917, had taken place and the Kerensky Government that 


overthrew Czarist regime in Russia ordered the whole 
edition to be destroyed, for the obvious reason that the 
entire conspiracy would be exposed. Nilbs was arrest- 
fd by the Bolshevik Cheks, imprisoned amd tortured. 
Later was exiled and died in Valadimir on January 13, 
1929. 


‘The book was so popular that its second Edition 
‘appeared the very same yearand by 1917 its many edition, 
had come out, Tt is known for certain that its 4th edition 
was available in 1917, Apart from its printed editions 
its typewritten copies on thia paper were also circulated, 
‘The typewritten copy on rice paper was in wide citcula. 
tion in S'beria, from where somehow copies were taken 
to America from the port of Valdivostok in August, 1919, 
where translations were made and published. ‘There 
are valuable appendices in the American editions, 











A copy of 2nd Edition of Nilus (1905) was received 
in the British Museum Library on August 10, 1906, 
On thc subtitle page the British Museum Library Stamp 
is affixed, and also the words: “Passed by the Censor 
‘Moscow, 28th September, 1905.7 


The English translator of the Protocols was a Brili- 
sher, Victor E. Marsden, Russian Correspondent to the 
"Morning Post™. He had lived in Russia for many years 
and was married to a Russian lady. As a fearless critic. 
he described the horrors of the events of 1917 with rare 
courage, for which he was arrested and thrown into the 
Peter-Paul Prison. When he was finally allowed to 
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feturn to England after two years his health had been 
affected, As soon as he regained his vigour, he devoted 
all his time in the translation of Protoculs which he did 
in the British Muscum Library. Later his illness that 
he had contracted in the Bolshevik prison returned and 
shorily afterwards be died. As regards its Em 
translations in America. not much is known except that 
many editions esist. After the Bolshevik Revolution, 
Russian emigrants toc brought Nilus book ta North 
America and Germany. 


Before Nilus published it in book form. the Protocols 
were widely circulsted through the Russian newspaper. 
SWAMIA in August and September, 1903. Earlier, they 
were also published in the newspaper MOSKOTWSKI/A 
WIRDOMOSTI in 1902 and 1903. 


Nilus was greatly shocked when he read this hook, 
and then he was very much concerned "to expose the 
ruthless, eokl-Mooded conspiracy for the destruction of 
Christiun civilization”, Naturally he was interested 
mainly to save Christianity although the "JewiheMas- 
onic conspiracy" is a threat—such of it already realized.

‘They ure not to be read like an ordinary book, ‘Its 
contents require analysis and probe. Many things 
defy understanding and are elusive for à casval reader. 
It should be kept in mind that their topmost authority 
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was addressing those who were at the topmost level 
im Jewish hierarchy and naturally there was no need of 
any elaborate treatment of certain matters which they 
were supposed to have already fully known. Hence 
Only a passing reference wax required and sometimes 
Only, a word or two was considered sufficient to draw 
their attention to some uspects which may be a puzzle for 
others, Here lies the difficulty of a non-Jewish reader, 
As a matter of fact, not all Jews are necessarily cons 
versant with the entire thesis contained therein. These 
Protocols were wean for the most highly placed as a 
reference, a source of inspiration, a guideline for their 
thinking and working. They have to be read, re-read 
nd studied in all secrousness, The Christian world, as 
would be clear by going through the Notes on “Symbolic 
Snake" of Judaism, has already been snared und ties 
prostrate at the mercy of this cuthless inhuman cabal, 
And now Jews have to march towards the Islamic world, 
Nay. they are ulrcudy there with ull their tactics and 
weaponry, and delay in counteracting the enemy may 
sound the death knell of liberty and freedom. Muslims 
are their last target but they can frustrate all the wild 
dreams of Jewry by acting promptly and wisely. The 
odds are many, but the job has to be done. The greater 
the danger, the grearer the challenge. Surely by the help 
‘of Allah they can turn the tides. indeed. it is a great 
honour, # privilege, a sa'udat to contribute what cnc can 
in the Jehad against this menace.

Tut Sympottc SNAKE—Protocol IL opens with à te 
ference to the Symbolic Snake of Judaism. In bis 
Epilogue to the 1905 Edition of the Protocols Nilus gives 
the following interesting account of this symbol: 





“According to the records of secrel Jewish 
Zionism, Jewish learned men thought out a 
acheme in theory for a peaceful conquest of the 
whole universe by Zion. 


"As history developed, this scheme was worked 
‘out in detail and completed by men who were 
subsequently initiated in this question. These 
earned men decided by peaceful means to con 
quer the world for Zion with the slyness vf the 
Symbolic Snake, whose head was to represent, 
those who have been initiated into the plans 
of the Jewish administration, amd the body 
of the Snake to represent the Jewish people ~ 
the administration was always kept secret, even.

the non-Jewish powcr of these states, It is 
foretold that the Snake has still to finish 
its work, strictly adhering to the designed plan, 
‘until the course which has to rum is closed by 
the return of its head to Zion and until, by this 
means, the Snake hus compicted its round. of 
Europe and has encircled it—and until, by dint 
of enchaining Europe, it has encompassed the 
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whole world. This it is to accomplish by 
using every endeavour to subdue the other 
countries by an economical conquest.

1905) all its efforts are concentrated. ‘The 
further course of the Snake is nol shown on 
this map, but arrows indicate its next movement 
towards Mos ow. Kieff and Odessa and further 
io South East,” (ic. Towards Muslim lands), 


To the above quotation af Nilus, the English 
edition Editor adds; 
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“Et is now well known to us to what extent the 

latter cities form the centres of the militant 
Jewish race. Constantinople is chown as the 
last stage of the Snake's course before it reaches 
Jerusalem, This map was drawn years before 
the occurrence of the Young Turk" —i.e., ewish— 
Revolution in Turkey.”

Political freedom is am idea but not a fact. This 
idea one must know how to apply whenever it appears 
necessary with this bait of an idea to attract the asses 
of the people to one's party for the purpose of erushing 
another who is io authority. This task is rendered ex 
if the opponent has himself been infected with the idea 
of freedom, so-called liberalism, and fur the sake of an 
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idea, is willing to yield some of his power, It is pre- 
cisely here that the triumph of our theory appears: the 
slackened reins of government are immediately, by the 
Jaw of life, caught up and gathered together by a new 
band, because the blind might of the nation cannot for 
‘one single day exist without guidance. and the new au- 
thority merely fits into the place of the old already 
weukened by liheralism. 


In our day the power which has replaced that of the 
Tulers wha were liberal is the power of Gold. Time was 
when Fuith ruled. The idea of freedom is impossible of 
Tealisation because no one knows how to use it with 
‘moderation. 11 is enough to hand over a people to self: 
government for a certain length of time for that people 
to be turned into a disorganised mob. From that 
moment on we get internecine strife which soon develops 
into battles between classes, in the midst of which States 
burn down and their importance is reduced to that of a 
heap of ashes. 





Whether a State exhausts itself in its own con- 
vulsions, whether its internal discord brings it under the 
power of external foes—in any case it can be accounted 
irretrievably Jost: it is in our power. The despotism of 
Capital, which is entirely in our hands. resches out to it 
a siraw that the State, willy-nilly, must izkc hold of: 
if not—it goes to the bottom. 








Should anyone of a liberal mind say that such reflec- 
tions as the above are immoral } would put the following 
question:—If every State has two foes und if = -xpurd 
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tothe external foe it is allowed and notconsidered immoral 
io use every manner und art uf conflict, s, for example, to 
Keep the enemy in ignorance of plans of attack and 
defence, to attack him by night or in superior numbers, 
then ia what way can the some means in regard to a 
worse foe, the destroyer of the structure of society and 
the commonweal, be called immoral and cot permíss- 
ible? 


1s it possible for any sound logical mind to hope 
With any success to guide crowds by the aid of reasonable 
counsels and arguments, when any Objection or con- 
Wadiction, senseless though if may be, can be made, and 
When such objection may find more favour with the 
People, whose powers of reasoning are superficial? Men 
in masses and the men of the masses, being guided solely 
by petty passions, paltry belicís, customs, traditions and 
Sentimental theorism, fall a prey to party dissension, 
which hinders any kind of agreement even on the basis 
of à perfectly reasonable argument. Every resolution of 
4 crowd depends upon a chance or pucked majority, 
which, in its ignorance of political secrets, puts forth 
tome ridiculous resolution that lays in the administration 
a seed of anarchy, 


‘The political has nothing in common with the moral. 
The ruler who is governed by the moral is not a skilled 
Politician, and is therefore unstable on his throne. fle 
who wishes to rule must have recourse both to cunning 
and to make-believe. Greet nation) qualities, like 
frankness und honesty, are vices in polities, for they bring 
down rulers from their throues more effectively and more 
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certainly than the most powerful enemy. Such qualities 
must be the attributes of the kingdoms of the goyim. 
but we must in no wise be guided by them. 





Our right fies in force. The word “right” is un 
abstract thought amd proved by nothing. The morc 
means no more than : Give me what I want in order 
that therchy T may have proof that 1am simnzer than 
you. 


Where does right begin? Where does it end? 





In uny State in which there is a bad organisation of 
authority, an impersonality of laws and of the rulers who 
have lost their personality amid the flood of rights ever 
multiplying out of liberalism, | find a mew right—to 
attack by the right of the strong. and to scatter to the 
winds all existing forces of order and regulation, to 
reconstruct all institutions and to become the sovereign. 
lord of those who have left to us the rights to their power 
by laying them down voluntarily in their liberalism. 


Our power in the present tottering condition of all 
Forms of powers will be morr. invincible.than any other, 
because it will remain invisible unti) the moment when 
it has pained such strength that no cunning can any longer 
undermine it 


Out of the temporary evil we are now compelled to 
commit will emerge the good of an unshakeable rule, 
which will restore the regular course of the machinery of 
the national life, brought to nought by liberalism. The 
result justifies the means. Let us. however, in our plans. 
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direct our attention mot so much to what is good and 
moral as to what is necessary and useful. 


Before us is a plan in which is laid down strategi- 
cally the lime from which we cannot deviate without 
Tunning the risk of seeing the labour of many centuries 
brought to naught. 


In order to clahorate satisfactory forms of action it 
is necessary to have regard to the rascality, the slackness, 
the instability of the mob, its lack of capacity to under 
stand and respect the conditions of its owa life, or its 
own welfare. It must be understood that the might of 
a mob is blind, senseless and unreasoning force, ever at 
the merey of a suggestion from any side. The blind 
cannot lead the blind without bringing them into the 
abyss; consequently members of the mob, upstarts from 
the people even though they should be as a genius 
for wisdom, yet having no understanding of the political. 
cannot come forward as leaders of the mob without bring- 
ing the whole nation to ruin. 








Only one trained from childhood for independent 
rule can have understanding of the words that can be 
made up of the political alphabet. 


A people left co itself, that is, to upstarts from its 
midst, brings itself to ruiri by party dissensions excited 
by the pursuit of power and honours and disorders arising 
therefrom. Is it possible for the masses of the people 
calmly and without petty jealousies to form judgments, 
to deal with the affairs of the country, which cannot be 
mixed up with personal interests? Can they defend 
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themselves from an external foe? It is unthinkable, for 
a plan broken up into as many parts as there are heads 
in the mob loses all homogeneity. and thereby becomes 
‘unintelligible and impossible of execution. 

1t ix only with a despotic ruler that plans can be 
elaborated extensively and clearly in such a way as to 
distribute the whole properly among the several parts of 
the machinery of the State: from this the conclusion is 
inevitable that a satisfactory form of government for any 
Country ix one that concentrates in the hands of one 
responsible person. Without absolute despotism 
There cun be no existence for civilization which is carried 
On not by the masses but by thcir guide, whosoever thi 
person may bc. The mob is a savage and displays its 
savagery sb every opportunity. The moment the moh 
seizes freedom in its hands it quickly turas to anarchy. 
which, in itself, is the highest degree of savagery. 

Behold the slcoholised animals. bemused with drink, 
the right to an immoderate use of which comes along with 
freedom. It is not for us and ours to walk that roud. 
The peoples of the goyim are bemused with alcoholi 
Jiquors: their youth has grown stupid on classicism and 
from carly immorality, into which it hus been induced 
by our special agents—by tutors, lackeys, governesses 
in the houses of the wealtay, by clerks and others. by our 
women in the places of dissipation frequented by the 
goyim. In the number of these last ] count also the 
so-called “society jadies", voluntary followers of the 
other in corruption and luxury. 

+Our countersign is— Force and Make-believe, Only 
foree conquers in political affairs, especially if it be con- 
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osaled in the talents essential to statesman. Violence 
must be the principle, and cunning and make-believe the 
rule for governments which do not want to lay down 
their crowns at the feet of agents of some new power, 
This evil is the one and oaly means to attain the end, the 
Bood. Thersfore we must mot stop at bribery, deceit 
and treachery when they should serve towards the attain- 
ment of our end. In politics one must know how to 
acize the property of others without hesitation if by 
secure submission and sovereignty 





Our State, marching along the path of peaceful 
conquest, has ihe right to replace the horrors of war by 
Jens noticeable and more satisfactory sentences of death, 
necessary to maintain the terror which tends to produce 
bling submission. Just but merciless severity is the great- 
est factor of strength in the State: not only for the sake 
of gain but also in the name of duty, for the sake of vi 
tory, we must keep to the programme of violence and 
muke-believe. The doctrine of squaring accounts is 
precisely as strong as the means of which it makes use, 
Therefore it is not so much by the means themselves as 
by the doctrine of severity that we shall triumph and 
bring all governments into subjection to our. super-govern- 
ment, iis enough for them to know that we are mer- 
ciless for all disobedience to cease. 





Far back in ancient times we were the first to ery 
among the masses of the people the words "Liberty. 
Equality, Fraternity," words many times repeated since 
those days by stupid poll-perrois who from all sides 
round flew down upon these baits and with them carried 
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away the well-being of the world, true freedom of the 
individual, formerly so well warded against the pres- 
sure of the mob. The would-be wise men of the 
goyim, the intellectuals, could not make anything out of 
the uttered words in their abstractness: did not note 
the contradiction of their meaning and inter-relation: 
did wot see that in nature there is no equality, cannot be 
freedom: that Nature itself has established inequality 
of minds, of characters, and ‘capacities, just as immutably 
as she has established subordination to her laws: never 
Stopped to think that the mob is A blind thing, that 
Upstarts elected from among it to bear rule are in regard 
to the political, the same blind men us the mob itself, 
that the adept, though he be a foot, can yet rule, whereas 
the non-odept, even if he were a genius, understands 
nothing in the political-to all these things the goyim 
Paid no regard: yet oll the time it was based upon these 
things that dynastic rule rested: the futher pussed on to 
the son a knowledge of the course of. political atfairs in. 
wuch wise that none should know it but members of the 
dynasty and none could bciray it to the &nverned. As time

[T i intsoensabie for our purposes that wars, so fhe 

as possible, should not result in territorial gains: 
war will dus be brought on to the econamic ground. 
where the nations will not fail to perceive ia the assistance 
we ive the strength of our predominance, and. this state 
of things will put both sides wt the mercy of our interna- 
tional agentur: which possesses millions of eyes ever on 
the watch and unhampered by ony limitations what- 
soever, Our international rights will then wipe out 
national rights. ia the proper sense of right, and will rule 
the nations precisely as the civil law of States rules the 
relations of their subjects among themselves. 


The administrators, whom we shall choose from 
among the public with strict regard to their capacities 
for servile obedience, will not be persons trained in the 
arts of government and will therefore easily become 
pawns in our game in the hands of men of learning and. 
genius, who will be their advisers, specialists bred and 
reared from early childhood to rute the affairs of the whole 
world. As is well known to you, these specialists of 
‘urs have, to fit them for rule, been drawing the informa- 
tion they need from our political plans, from the lessons 
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of history, from observations made of the events of every 
Moment as it passes. The goyim are not guided by 
Practical use of unprejudiced historical observation, 
but by theoretical routine without any critical regard for 
consequent results. We need noi, therefore, take any 
account of them—kt them amuse themselves until the 
hour strikes, or live on hopes of new forms of enterprising 
Pastime, or on the memories of all they have enjoyed 
For them, let that play the principal pert which we have 
persuaded them to accept as the dictates of science 
(theory). It is with this object in view that we wre cons 
stantly, by means of our press, arousing a blind confid- 
ence in those theories, The intellectuls of the goyim will 
Puff themselves up with their knowledges and without 
any Jogical verification of them will put into cffect all 
the information available from science, which our agentur 
specialists have cunningly piveed together for the purpose 
of educating their minds in the direction we want. 


Do not suppose for a moment that these statements 
are empty words : think carefully of the successes we 
arranged for Darwinism, Marxism, Nietzcheixm, To 
us Jews, at any rate, it should be plain to see what a dis- 
integrating importance these directives have had upon the 
mind of the goyim. 


lt is indispensable for us to take account of the 
Thoughts, characters, tendencies of the nations in order 
te avoid making slips in the political and in the direction 
of administrative affairs. The triumph of our system, 
‘of which the component parts of the machinery may be 
variously disposed according to the temperament of the 
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people not on our way. will fail of success if the practical 
application ‘of it he nat based upon a summing up of the 
lessons of the past in the light of the present. 


In the hands of the States of to-day there is a great 
force that creates the movement of thought in the people, 
and that is the Press. The part played hy the Press is to 
keep pointing out cequirements supposed to be indis- 
pensable, to give voice to the complaints of the people, 
to express and to create discontent.

Babblers inexhaustible have turned into oratorical 
contests the sittings of Parliament and Administrative 
Boards. Bold journalists and unscrupulous pamph- 
leteers daily fell upon executive officials, Abuses of 
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power will pot the final touch in preparing all institutions 
for their overthrow and everything will fly skywards under 
the blows of the maddened mob. 


All people are chained down to heavy toil by poverty 
more firmly than ever they were chained by slavery and 
serfdom; from these one way und another they might 
free themselves, these could be settled with, but from want 
they will never get away.

in practicat life, What is it to che proletariat Jabourer, 
bowed double over his heavy toil, crushed by fis lot in 
life, if talkers get the right t bubble, if journalists get the 
tight to scribble any nonsense side by side with good 
stuff, once the proletariat hay no other profit out oF the 
constitution save only those pitiful crumbs which we 
fing them trom our table in return for their young in 
favour of what we dictate, in fuvour of the men we place 
in power, the servants of our agentur. ..... Republican 
rights for a poor man are no more than a bitter piece 
of irony, for the necessity he is under of toiling almost 
ull day gives him no present use uf them, hut on the other 
hand robs him of all guarantee of regular and certain 
earnings by making him dependent on strikes by his 
comrades or Jockouts by his masters. 











The people under our guidance have annihilated the 
aristocracy, who were their one and only defence and 
fostermother for the sake of their own advantage which is 
inseparably bound up with the well-being of the people, 
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Nowadays, with the destruction of the aristocracy, the 
people have falien into the grip of merciless money- 
grinding scoundrels who have laid a pitiless and cruel 
yoke upon the necks of the workers. 


We appear on the scene as alleged saviours of the 
Worker from this oppression when we propose to him to 
enter the ranks of our fighting forces—Socialists, Anar- 
chists, Communists: -to whom we always give support 
in accordance with an alleged brotherly rule (of the 
solidarity of all humanists of our social masonry. The 
aristocracy, which enjoyed by law thé labour of the wor- 
ers, was interested ^n seeing that the workers were well 
fed, heulthy and strong. We are interested in just the 
Opposite—the diminution. the killing cur of the avin, 
Our power is in the chronic shortness of food and physical 
weakness of the worker because by all that this implies 
he is made the stave of oue will, and he will not find in 
his own authorities either strength or energy to set apainst 
‘ont will. Hunger creates the right of capital to rule the 
Morker more surely than it was given to the aristocracy 
by the legal authority of kings. 


By want and she envy and hatred which it engenders 
we shall move the mfobs and with their hands we shall 
Wipe out all those who hinder us on our way. 


When the hour strikes for our Soversign Lord of all 
the World to be crowned it is these same hands which will 
Seep away everything chat might be a hindrance thereto, 


The goyim have lost the habit of thinking unless 
Prompted by the sapsestions of our specialists, There- 
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fore they do not see the urgent necessity of what we, when 
Out kingdom comes, shall adopt at once, namely this, 
that il is essential to reach in national schools one simple, 
true picce of knowledge, the basis of ull knowledye—the 
Knowledge of the structure of human life, of social exis- 
tence, which requires division of labour, and, consequently 
the division of men into classes and conditions. It is 
essential for all to know that owing to difference in the 
objects of human activity there cannot be any equality, 
that he who hy any act of his compromises a whole class 
cannot be cqually responsible before the law with him. 
who affccts no onc but only his own honour. The true 
knowledge of the structure of society, into ihe secrets 
of which we do not admit the goyim, would demonstrate 
to all men that the positions and work must be kept within 
a certain circle, that they may nor become a source of 
human suffering, arising from an education which does 
not correspond with the work which individuals are 
called upon to do. After a thorough study of this know. 
ledge the people will voluntarily submit to authority and. 
accept such position as is appointed them in the State. 
1n the present state of knowledge and the dircetion we 
have given to its development the people, blindly belicv- 
ing things im print—-cherishes—thanks to promptings 
intended to mixicad and to its own ignorance—a blind 
hatred towards all conditions which it considers above 
itself, for it has no understanding of the meaning of class 
and condition. 

This hatred wilt be still further magnified by tho 
effects of an economic crisis, which will stop dealings on 
the exchanges and bring industry to a standstill. We 
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Shahi create by all the secret subterranean methods open 
(0 us and with the aid of gold, which is all in aur hands, a 
universal economic crisis whereby we shall throw upon the 
streets whole mobs of workers simultaneously in all the 
countries of Europe. These mobs will rush delightedly to 
shed the blood of those whom, ia the simplicity of their 
ignorance, they have envied from their cradles, and whose 
Property they wil! then be able to loot. 


Ours they will not touch, because the moment of 
attack will be known t0 us and we shall take measures to 
protect our own, 


We have demonstrated thut progress will bring ull 
the goyim to the sovereignty of reason. Our despotism 
Will be precisely that; for it ‘will know how by wise sever- 
ties to pacify all unrest, to cauterise liberalism out of all 
institutions, 


When the populace has scen that all sorts of con- 
Sessions und indulgences are yielded to i in the name of. 
freedom it has imayined itself to be sovereign Jord and 
has stormed its way to power, but, naturally, like every 
other blind man, it has come upon a host of stumbling 
Blocks, it has rushed to find a guide, it has never had the 
‘Sense to return to the former staic and it has laid down its 
plenipotentiary powers at our feet. Remember the 
French Revolution, to which it was we who rave the name 
of “Great”: the secrets of its preparations arc well known 
fous for ít. was wholly the work of our hands. 


Ever since that time we have been leading the peoples 
Trom one disenchantment to another, co that in the end 
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they should turn also from us in favour of that Ring~ 
Despot of the blood of Zion, whom we are preparing for 
the world. 


At the present day we are, as an international force, 
invincible, because if attacked by some we are supported 
by other States. It is the bottomless rasculity of the 
goyim peoples, who crawl on their bellies to force, bul 
are merciless towards weakness, unsparing to faults und 
indulgent to crimes, un. to bear the contradictions 
of a free social system but patient unto martyrdom under 
the violence of a bold despotism—it is those qualities 

„Which are aiding us to independence. From the pre- 
miet-dictators of the present day the goyim peoples 
suffer patiently and bear such abuses as for the least of 
them they would have beheaded twenty kings, 








What is the explanation of this phenomenon, this 
curious inconsequence of the masses of the peoples in 
their attitude towards what would appear to be events 
‘of the same order? 





M is explained by the fact that these dictators whisper 
to the peoples through their agents that through these 
abuses they are inflicting injury on the States with the 

“highest, purpose—to secure the welfare of the peoples, 
The international brotherhood of them all, their solidarity 
and equality of rights. Naturally they do not tell the 
peoples that this unification must be accomplished only 
vider our sovereign rule.

Stages of a Republic. Gentile Masonry.

EVERY republic pusses through several sagen 

The first of these is comprised in the early days of 
mad raging by the blind mob, tossed hither and thither, 
Fight and kefi: the second is demagogy from which is 
born anarchy, and that leads inevitably to despotism— 
mot any longer legal and overt, and therefore responsible 
depotism, but ta unseen and secretly hidden. yst never- 
theless sensibly felt despotism in the hands of some secret 
organisation or other, whose acts are the more unscrue 
pulous in as much as it works behind a ‘screen, hehind 
the hacks of all sorts of agents. the changing of whom 
not only does not injuriously alfect but actually aids the 
secret force by saving it, thanks to continual changes, 
from the necessity of expending its resources on the 
‘rewarding of long services. 

Who and what is in a position to overthrow ag 
invisible force? And this is precisely what our fore 
Gentile Masonry blindly serves as a screen for us and our 
objects, but the plan of action of our farce, even ils very 
abiding-place, remains for the whole people an unknown 
mystery. 

















But even freedom might be harmless and have its 
place in the State economy without injury to the well- 
being of the peoplis if ir rested upon the foundation of 
faitli in God, upon the brotherhood of humanity, woe 
Sonnecicd with the conception of equali, which is 
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acgatived by the very laws of creation, for they have 
established subordination. With such a faith as this a 
people misht be governed by a wardship of parishes, and 
would walk contentedly and humbly under the guiding 
hand of its spiritual pastor submitting to the dispositions 
of God upon earth. This is rhe reason why it is indise 
Pensuble for us to undermine all faith, to tear out of the 
minds of the gayim the very principle of Godhead und the 
Spirit, and to put in its place arithmetical calculations and 
material needs, 





In order to give the goyim no time to think and take 
nole, their minds must be diverted lowards industry and 
trade. Thus, all the nations will be swallowed up ia 
Pursuit of gar and in the race for it will not take note 
of their common foc. But again, in order that freedom 
may once for ull disintegrate and rum the communities 
of the xoyim, we must put industry on u speculative basi 
the result of this will be that what is withdrawn from the 
Jand by industry will slip though the hands and pass iato. 
speculation, that is, to our classes 





‘the intensified struggle for superiority and shocks 
delivered to economic life will create, nay, have already 
created, disenchanted, wold ond heartless communities, 
Such communities will foster a strong aversion towards 
the higher political and towards religion. Theis 
Buide is gain, that is Gold, which they will erect into a 
veritable cult, for the sake of those matcrial delights which 
it can give. ‘Then will the hour strike whea, not for the 
sake of attaining the good, not even to win wealth, but. 
Solely out of hatred towards the privileged, the lower 
lasses of the goyim will follow our lead against our rivals.

HAT form of administrative cule can be given to 

communities jm which corruption hus penetrated 
everywhere, cammunitics where riches ure attained only 
by the clever surprise tactics of semi-swindling tricks: 
where looseness reigns: where morality is maintained by 
penal measuresand harsh taws but nor by voluntarily accep- 
ted principles: where the feetingstowards faith andcountry. 
arc obliterated by cosmopolitan convictions’? What 
form of rule is to be given to these communities if not 
Ihat despotism which | shall describe to you later? We 
shall create an intensified centralization of government in 
order io grip in our hands all the forces of the community, 
We shall regulate mechanically all the actions of the 
political life of our subjects by new laws, These taws will 
draw one by one all the indulgences and Jiberties which 
have been permitted by the goyim, and our kingdom will 
be distinguished by a despotism of such magnificent 
Proportions as to be at any moment and in every place 
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in a position to wipe out any goyim who oppose us by 
deed or word. 


We shall be told that such a despotism as I speak of 
is not consistent with the progress of these days, but T 
will prove to you that it is. 


In the times when the peoples looked upon kings 
n their thrones ax on a pure manifestation of the will 
of God, they submitted without a murmur to the despotic 
power of kings: but from the day when we insinuated 
into their minds the conception of their own rights they 
began to seyard the oceupants of thrones as mere ordine 
mary mortals, The holy unetion of the Tord's Annoimted 
bas fallen from the heads of kings in the eye of the people, 
and when we also robbed them of cheir faith in God the 
might of power was flong upon the streets inro the place 
of publie propeictorship and was seized by us. 














Moreover, the art of dircclirig masses and individuals 
by means of cleverly manipulated theory and verbiage, 
by regulations of life in common and all sorts of other 
tricks, in all of which the gosim understand nothing. 
to the specialists af our administrative 
on analysis, observation, on delicacies 
of fine calculation, in this species of skill we have n rivals, 
any more than we have either in the drawing up of plans 
of political actions and solidarity. In this sespeet the 
Jesuits alone might have compared with us, but we have 
ed to discredit them in the eyes of the unthinking 
mob as an overl organisation. while we ourselves all the 
while have kept our secret orzansation ia the shade. 
However, it is probably all the same to the world who 






contri 
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is its sovereign lord, whether the head of Catholicism or 
our despot of the blood of Zion! Bit to us, the Chosen 
People, it is very far from being a matter of indifference, 


For a time perhaps we might be successfully dealt 
with by @ coalition of the goyim of all the world: but 
rom. this danger we are secured by the discord existing 
among them whose roots are su deeply seated that they 
can never now be plucked up. We have set one against 
another the personal and national reckonings of the 
goyim, religious and race hatred, which we have fostered 
into a huge growth in the course of the past twenty 
-Centuries. This is the reason why there is not one State 
which would anywhere receive support if it were to 
raise its arm, for every one of them must bear in mind 
that any agreement against us would be unprofitable to 
itself, We are too strong there is no evading our power. 
The nations cannot come to even an inconsiderable private 
agreement without our secretly having a hand in it. 





Por Me reges regnant. “h is through me that Kings 
reign.” And it was said by the prophets that we were 
chosen by God Himself to rule over the whole earth 
God has endowed us with genius that we may be equal 
10 our task, Were genius in the opposite camp it would 
still struggle against us, but even so a newcomer is no 
mateh for the old-established settler: the struggle would 
be merciless between us, such a fight as the world has 
never yet seen, Aye, and the genius on their side would 
have arrived too Jate. AIl the wheels of the machinery 
of all States go by the force of the engine, which is in 
our hands, and thet engine of the Magbinery of States 
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is—Gold, The science of political economy iavented by 
our learned elders has for long past been giving royal 
prestige to capital, 


Capital, if it is to co-operate untrammelled, must be 
free to establish a monopoly of industry and trade: this 
is already being put in execution by an unseen hand in 
all quarters of the world. This freedom will give 
political force to those enguyed in industry, and that will 
help to oppress the people. Nowadays it i$ more im- 
portant to disarm the peoples than to lead them into war: 
more important to use for our advantage the passions 
which have burst into flames than to quench their fire: 
more important to catch up and interpret the ideas of 
others to suit ourselves than to eradicate them. The 
principa object of our directorate consists im this: to debase 
the publie mind by criticism: to lead it away from serious 
reffections calculated to arouse resistance: to distract the 
forces of the mind towards a sham fight of empty elo 
quence. 





In all ages the peoples of the world, enqually with 
individuals, have accepted words for deeds, for they ure 
content with a show and rarely pause to nole, in the 
public arena, whether promises are followed by perfor- 
mances, Therefore we shall establish show institutions 
which will give eloquent proof of their benefit to progress, 


We shall assume ro ourselves the liberal physiognomy 
of all. parties, of olf directions, and we shall give that 
 physiogncmy a voices in crators nko will speak so much 
that they will exhaust the patience of their hearers and 
produce an abhorrence of oratory. 
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In order to put public opinion into our hands we must 
bring it into a state of bewilderment by giving expression 
from all sides 10 so many contradictory opinions and for 
such length of time as will suffice to yoke the gayim 
lose their heads in the lobyrinth and conte to sec that the 
best thing is to have no opinion af any kind im matters 
political, which it ìs not given to the publie to understand, 
Because they are understood only by him who guides the 
public. This is she fist secret. 


The second secret requisite for the success of our 
government is comprised in the following: To multi- 


ply to suet n extent national failings, habits, passions, 
conditions af civil fife, that it will be impossible for any- 
one fo know where he is io the resulting chaos, so thut 
the people in consequence will fad to understand one 
another, This measure will also serve us in another 
way, namely, to sow discord in ol parties, to 
dislocate all collective forces which are still unwilling 
to submit to us, and to discouraye any Lind of personal 
ative which might in any degree hinder our affairs, 
There is nathing more dangerous t0 ws thun personal 
imitare; If it has genius behind it, such initiative 
tando more than can be done by millions of people 
among whom we have sown discord. We must so direct 
education of the goyim communities that whencver 
they come upon a matter requiring initiative they may 
drop their hands in despairing importance. The strain 
which results from freedom of action saps the forces 
when it meets with the freedom of another, From 
this collision arise grave moral shocks, disenchant- 
ments, failures. By al these means we shall so wear 
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down the goyim that they will be compelled to offer us 
international power of a nature thit by its position will 
enable us without any violence gradually to absorb all 
the State forces of the world and 10 form a Super- 
Government. In place of the rulers of to-day we shall 
set up a bogey which will be called the Super- 
Government Administration. Its hands will reach vut 
in all directions like nippers and its organisation will be 
of such colossal dimensions that it cannot fail to subdue 
all the nations of the world.

large fortunes of the peyim will cer«rd te such an extent 
that they will go to the toem together with the credit 
of States on the day after the political smash, 





You gentlemen here present who are economists, 
just strike an estimate of the significance of this com- 
bination!. ..... 

To every possible way we must develop ht signi- 
Bance of cur Super-Goverrment by representing it as 
the Protector and Benefactor cf all those who voluntarily 
submit to us. 





The aristoreracy of thc geyim as a political force is 
dead. we need not take it into account; but as landed 
proprietors they can still be harmful to us from the fact 
that they are self-sufficing in the the resources upon which 
they live, It is essential, therefore, for us at whatever 
cost to deptive them of their land. This object will be 
best attained by increasing the burdens upon landed 
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property—in loading lands with debts. These measures 
will check Izad-holding and keep it in a state of humble. 
and unconditional submission. 





The aristocrats of the goyim, being herediturily 
incapable of contending themselves with little, will ra- 
idly burn up and fizzle out. 


At the same time we must intensively patronise 
trade and industry, but, first and foremost, speculation, 
the part played by which is to provide a counterpoise 
to industry: the ansence of speculative industry wil 
multiply capital im private hands and will serve to 
restore agriculture by freeing the land from indebtedness 
to the Jand banks, What we want is that industry should 
drain off from the land both labour and capital and by 
means of speculation transfer into our hands all the 
money of the world, and thereby throw all the goyim 
anto the ranks of the proletariat. Then the povim will 
bow down before us, if for mo other reason but to get 
the right to exist. 








‘To complete the ruin of industry of the goyim we 
shall bring to the assistance of speculation the luxury 
which we have developed among the goyim, that greedy 
demand for luxury which is swallowing up everything. 
We shall raise the rate of wages which, however, will not 
bring any advantage to (he workers, for, at the same time, 
we shall produce a rise in prices of the first necessaries 
of life alleging that it arises from the decline of agricul- 
ture and catile-breeding; we shall further undermine 
artfully and deeply sources of production, by accustoming 
the workers to anarchy and to drunkenness, and side 
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side therewith taking all measures to extirpate from the 
face of the earth all the educated forces of the goyim. 


Tn order that the true meaning of things may wot 
strike the goyim before the proper time we shall mask 
it under an alleged ardent desire to serve the working 
classes and the great principles of political economy 
about which our economic theories are carrying on an 
energetic propaganda. 
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Object of the intensification of armaments. 
Ferments, discords and hostility all over the 
world. Checking the apposition of the 
gayim by wars and by a universal war. Sec 
recy means success in the political. The 
Press and public opinion. The guns of Amer- 
ica, China and Japan. 


IHE intensification of armaments, the increase of 
police forces——are all essential for the completion 
of the aforementioned plans. What we have to get at is 
that there should be in all the States of the world, besides 
ourselves, only the masses of the proletariat, a few 
millionaires devoted to our interests, police and soldiers, 


Throughout al) Europe, and by means of relations 
Europe, ín other continents also, we must create 
ferments, discords and hostility, Therein we gain a 
double advantage, In the first place we keep in check 
all countries, for they well know that we have the power 
whenever we like to create disorders or to restore order. 
AII these countries are accustomed to see in us an indis- 
pensable force of coercion. In the second place, by our 
intrigues we shail tangle up all the threads which we have 
stretched into the cabinet of all States by means of 
the political, by economic treaties, or loan obligations. 
In order to succeed in this we must use great cunning and 
penetration during negotiations and agreements, but, 
as regards what is called the “official language,” we shall 
keep to opposite tactics and assume the mask of honesty 
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amd compliancy. Ta this way the peoples and govern- 
ments of the goyim, whom we have taught to look only 
at the outside whatever we present to their notice, will still 
continue to accept us as the benefactors and saviours of 
the human race. 


We must be in a position to respond to every act of 
opposition by war with the neighbours of that country 
which dares to oppose use: but if thewe neighbours 
should alvo venture to stand collectively together against 
ns, then we must offer resistance by a universal war, 


The principal factor of success in the political is the 
secrecy of its undertakings: the word should not agree 
with the deeds of the diplomat. 


We must compel the government of the goyim to 
take action in the direction favoured by our widely- 
conceived plan, already approaching the desired con- 
summation, by what we shail represent as public opinion, 
secretly prompted hy us through the means of the so-called 
“Great Power" —the Press, which with a few exceptions 
that may be disregarded, is already entirely in our hands. 





In a word, to sum up our system of keeping the 
governments of the goyim in Europe in check, we shall 
show our strength to one of them by terrorist attempts 
and to all, if we allow the possibility of a general rising 
against us, we shall respond with the guns of America 
er China or Japan. 
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Ambiguous employment of juridical rights. 
Assistants of ihe Masonic directorate. Spes 
cial schools and supereducational training. 
Economists and millionaires. To whom. to 
‘entrust responsible posts in the government. 


WWE most arm ourselver with all the weapons which 
‘our opponents might employ against us. We must 
reach out in the very finest shades of expression and the 
knotty points of the lexicon of law justification for those 
canes where we shall have to pronounce judgments that 
might appear abnormally audacious and unjust, for it is 
important that these resolutions should be set forth in ` 
expressions that shall seem to be the most exalted moral 
principles cast into legat form. Our directorate must 
surround itself with all these forces of civilization among 
which it will have to work. Jt will sutround itself with 
Publicists, practical jurists, administrators, diplomats 
and, finally, with persons prepared by a special super. 
educational training in our special schools. These 
Persons will have cognizance of all the secrets of the 
social structure, they will know ali the languages that can 
be shade up by political alphabets and words; they will 
be made acquainted with the whole underside of human. 
mature, with all its sensitive chords on which they will 
have to play. These chords are the cast of mind of the 
goyim, their tendencies, shortcomings, vices and qualities, 
the particularities of classes and conditions. Neodiess 
to say that the talented assistants of aythority, of whom 
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T speak, will not be taken from among the goyim, who 
are accustomed to perform their administrative work 
without giving themselves the trouble to think what its 
aim is, and never consider what it is netded for. The 
administrators of the goyim sign papers without reading 
them, and they serve either for mercenary reasons or 
for ambition. 














We shall surround our goverament with a whole 
world of economists. That is the reason why economic 
sciences form the principal subject of the teaching given 
to the Jews. Around us again will be a whole con- 
sellation of bankers, industrialists, capitalists and—the 
main thing—millionaires, because in substance everything 
will be settled by the question of figures. 


For a lime, until there will no longer be any risk 
in entrusting responsible posts in our States to our brother- 
Jews, we shall put them in the hands of persons whose 
past and reputation are such that between them and the 
people lies an abyss, persons who, in case of disobedience 
to our instructions, must face criminal charges or dis- 
appear—this in order to make them defend our interests 
to their last gasp.

J mee our principles let attention be puid to 
the character of the people in whose country you 
live and act: a geneeu, ideatical applicution of them, 
‘until such time as the people shall have been te-educated 
1o our pattern, cannot have success, But by approaching 
their application cautiously you will see that not a decade 
will pass before the most stubboro character will change 
and we shall udd a new people to the ranks of those already 
subdued by us. 


The words of the liberal, which are in effect the words 
of our Masonic watchword, namely, “Liberty, Equality, 
Fraternity”, will, when we come into our kingdom, be 
changed by us into words no longer of a watchword, 
but only an expression of idealism, namely, into: "The 
sight of liberty, the duty of equality, the ideal of broth- 
ethood.” That is how we shall put it—and so we shall 
catch the bull by the horns....De facto we have 
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already wiped out every kind of rule except our own, 
although de fure there still remain a good many of the 
Nowadays, if any States raise a protest against us it is 
only pra forma st our discretion, and by our direction, 
far their anti-Semitism is indispensable to us for the man- 
agement of our lesser brethren. | will not enter into 
further explanations, for this matter has formed the sub- 
ject of repeated discussion amongst us, 





For us there are no checks to limit the range of our 
activity. Our Super-Governement subsists in extra- 
legal coaditions which are described in the accepted 
Terminology by the energetic and forcible word—Dic- 
atorship, i wm in a position to tell you with a clear 
Conscience that at the proper time we, the law-givers, 
aball execute judgment and sentence, we shall slay and 
‘we shal} not spare; we, as head of all our troops, ure 
mounted on the steed of the leader. We rule by force 
of will, because in our hands are tbe fragments of a 
once powerful party, now vanquished by us. Amd the 
weapons im our hands are limitless ambitions, burning 
greedinest, merciless vengeance, hatreds and malice. 


H is from us that the allengulfing terror proceeds, 
We have in our service persons of ail opinions, of- all 
doctrines, eestoring monarchists, demagogues, socialists, 
communists and utopian dreamers of every kind. We 
have harcessed them all 1o the task: each one of them on 
his own account is boring away at the last remnants of 
authority, is striving to overthrow all established forms of 
order. By these acts all states ace in torture; they exhort 
to tranquillity, are ready to sucrifice everything for 
peace: but we will nor give them peace until they openly 
acknowledge ow internationol Super-Government, and 
with submissiveness. 
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The people have raised a howl about the necessity 
‘of settling the question of Socislism by way of an 
international agreement. Division info fractional parties 
has.given them into our hands, for, in order 10 carry 
on a contested struggle, due must have money, and the 
money is all in our hands. 


We might have reason to apprehend a union between 
the “clear-sighted” force of the goy kings oa their 
thrones and the “blind” force of the goy mobs, but we 
have taken all needful measure against any such possibil 
(y: between the one and the other force we huve erected 
a bulwark in the shape of a mutual terror between them. 
In this way the. blind. force of the people remains our 
support and we, and we only, shall provide them 
a leader and, of course, direct them along the road that 
lends to our goal. 











in order that the hand of the blind mob may not 
free itself from our guiding hand, we must every now 
and then enter into close Communion’ with it, if mot 
actually in person, at any rate through some of the most 
trusty of our brethren. When we are acknowledged 
as the only authority we shall discuss with the people 
personally on the market places, and we shall instruct them 
^a questions of the political in such wise as may turn 
them ia the direction that suits us. 








Who is going to verify what is taught in the village 
schools? But what an envoy of the government or a king 
on his throne himself may sey cannot but become imme- 
diately known to the whole State, for it will be spread 
abroad by the voice of the people. 
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In order not to annihilate the institutions of the 
Zoyim before it is time we have touched them with craft 
and delicacy, and have taken hold of the ends of the 
springs which move their mechanism. These springs 
Jay in a strict but just sense of order: we have replaced 
them by the chaotic licence of liberalism. We have got 
our hands into the administration of the law, into the 
conduct of elections, into the press, iato liberty of the 
person, tut principally into education and training as 
being the curner-stones of a free existence. 








We have fooled, bemused and corrupted the youth uf 
‘the goyim lv rearing them in principles and theories whieh 
are [own to ùs.ta be false although it is by us that they 
have been incwledted. 


Above the existing laws, without substantially aliere 
ing them, and by merely twisting them into contradic- 
tions of interpretations,” we have erected something 
grandiose in the way of results. Those results found 
expression first in the fact that the interpretations masked 
the faws: afterwards they entirely hid them ftom tho 
eyes of the governments owing to the impossibility of 
making anything out of the tangled web of legislation, 





‘This is the origin of the theory of arbitration, 


You may say tbat.the goyim will rise upon us, arms 
in band, if they gucss what is going on before the time 
somes; but in the West we have against this a manoeuvre 
of such appalling terror that the very stoutest hearts quail 
—the undergrounds, metropolitans, those subterraneans 
which, before the time comes, will be driven under all 
capitals and from whence those capitals will be blown 
into the air with ail their organisations and archives. 
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The outside appearance in the political. 
The "genius" of rascality. What ts pro- 
mised by a Masonic coup d' etat? Universal 
suffrage. Self-importance. Leaders of Mas- 
onry. The genius who is guide of Masonry 
dasiltutions and their functions. The poison 
af liberalism.

merar T begin with a repetition of what T said be- 
fore, and 1 beg you to bear ia mind that government 
and peoples are content in the political with outside 
appearances. Aud how, indeed, are the goyim to per. 
ceive the underlying meaning of things when their repre- 
sentatives give the best of their energies to enjoying 
themselves? For our policy it is of the greatest impor- 
tance to take cognizance of this detail; it will bo of assis- 
tance to us when we come to consider the division of 
authority, freedom of speech, of press, of religion (faith), 
of the law of association, of equality before the law, of 
the inviolability of property, of the dwelling, of taxation 
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(the idea of concealed taxes), of the reflex force of the 
Jaws. All these questions are such as ought not to be 
touched upon directly and openly before the people. In 
cases where it is indispensable to touch upon them they 
must not be categorically named, it must merely be 
declared without detailed exposition that the principles 
of contemporary law are acknowledged by us. The 
reason for keeping silence in this respect is that by not 
naming a principle we leave ourselves freedom of action, 
to drop this or that out of it without attracting notice if 
they were all categorically named they would all appear 
to have been already given. 





The mob cherishes a special affection and respect for 
the geniuses of political power and accepts ail their deeds 
of violence with the admiring response: "rascally, well, 
yes, it is rascally, but it's cleverl....a trick, if you 
like, but how craftily played, how magnificently donc, 
what impudent audacity!” ,.. 


We count upon attracting all nations to the task 
of erecting the new fundamental structure, the project for 
which has been drawn up by us. This is why, before 
everything, it is indispensable for us to arm ourselves 
and to store up in ourselves that absolutely reckless 
audacity and irresistible might of the spirit which in the 
person of our active workers will break down all hin- 
drances in our way. 


When we have accomplished our coup d'etal we shall 
Say then to the various peoples: "Everything hay gone 
terribly hadly, all have been worn out with sufferings. 
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We are destroying the causes of your torment—nationalities, 
frontiers, differences of coinages. You are at liberty, 
af course, fo pronounce sentence upon us, but can it possibly 
Be just one if it is confirmed by you before you make any 
trial of what we are offering you."....Then will the mob 
exalt us und bear us up in their hands in a unanimous 
triumph of hopes anal expectations. Voting, which we have 
made the instrument which will ser us on the throne of 
the world by teaching even the very smallest units of 
members of rhe suman race to vote by means of meetings 
and agreements by groups, will then have served its purposes 
and will play its part then for the tast time by a unanimity 
of desire to make close acquaintance with us before con 
demining us. 











Ta secure this we must have everybody. vote without 
distinction of classes and qualifications, in order to 
establish an absolute majority, which cannot be got from 
the educated propertied classes. Tn this way, by incul- 
cating in all a sense of self-importance, we shall destroy 
among the goyim the importance of the faimily and its 
educational value and remove the possibility of indivi- 
dual minds splitting off, for the mob, bandled by us, will 
not let them come to the front nor even given them a 
hearing; it is accustomed to listen to us only who pay it 
for obedience and attention. In this way we shall create 
a blind, mighty force which will never be in a position 
to move in any direction without the guidance of our 
agents set at its hand by us as leaders of the mob. The 
people will submit to this regime because it will know 
that upon these leaders will depend its earnings, grati- 
fications and the receipt of all kinds of benefits. 
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A scheme of government should come readymade 
from one brain because it will never be clinched firmly if 
it is allowed to be split into fractional parts in the minds 
of many. It is allowable, therefore, for us to have 
Cognizance of the scheme of action but not to discuss it 
lest we disturb its artfulness, the interdependence of its 
component parts, the practical force of the secret meaning 
of each clause. To discuss and make alterations in a 
Jabour of this kind by means of numerous votings is to 
impress upon it the stamp of all reasonings and misunder- 
stan i$ which have failed to penetrate the depth and 
extent of its plottings. We want our schemes to be 
forcible and suitably concocted. Therefore we ought 
not to fling the work of genius of our guide to the fangs 
of the mob or even of a select company. 





These schemes will not tum existing institutions 
upside down just yet, They will only effect changes in 
their economy and consequently in the whole combined 
movement of their progress, which will thus be directed 
along the paths laid down in our schemes. 


Under various names there-ezists in all countries 
approximately one and the same thing. Representation, 
Ministry, Senate, State Council, Legislative and Execu- 
tive Corps. i need not explain to you the mechanism of 
the relation of these institutions to one another, because 
You are aware of ali that; only take note of the fact that 
each of the above-named institutions corresponds to some 
important function of the State, and 1 would beg to re- 
mark that the word “important” I apply not to the in- 
stitution but to the function, consequently it is not the 
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institutions which are important but their functions. 
‘These institutions have divided up among themselves all 
the functions of government—administrative, legislative, 
executive, wherefore they have come to operate as do the 
organs in the human body. If we injure one part in the 
machinery of State, the State falls sick, like e human. 
body, and... .will die. 


When we introduced into the State organism the 
poison of fiberatism its whole political compl 
underwent a change. States have been seized 
mortal illness—blood-poisoning. All that remains 
to await the end of their death agony. 








Liberalism produced Constitutional States, which 
took the place of what was the only sifeguard of the 
xoyim, namely, Despotism; and a constitution, as you 
well know, is nothing else but a school of discords, mis- 
understandings, quarrels, disagreements, fruitless party 
agitations, party whims—in a word, a school of every- 
thing that serves to destroy the personality of State 
uctivily, The tribune of the "talkeries" has, no less 
effectively than the Press, condemned. the rulers to in- 
activity and impolebee, and thereby rendered them 
useless and superfluous, for which reason indeed they have 
been in many countries deposed. Then if was that the 
era of republies became possible of realization: and then 
it was that we replaced the ruler by a caricature of a govern- 
‘ment—by a president, taken from the mob, from the midst 
of our puppet creatures, our slaves. This was the founda- 
tion of the mine which we have laid under the goy people, 
T should rather say, under the goy peoples. 
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Tn the near future we shall establish the responsi 
lity of presidents. 





By that time we shali be in a position to disregard 
forms in carrying through matters for which our im- 
Personal puppet will be responsible, What do we care 
if the ranks of those striving for power should be thinned, 
if there should arise a deadlock from the impossibility 
of finding presidents, a deadlock which will finatty dis- 
organise the country’? 


In order that our scheme may produce this result we 
shall arrange elections iu favour of such presidents us have 
in their past some dark, undiscovered stain, some "Pun- 
ama” or other—then they will be trustworthy agents for 
the accomplishment of our plans out of fear of revelations 
and from the natural desire of everyone who bas attained 
power, namely, the retention of the privileges, advantages 
and honour connected with the office of president, The 
chamber of deputies will provide cover for, will protect. 
will elect presidents, but we shall také from it the right 
to propose new, or make changes in, existing laws, for this 
right will he given by us to the responsible president. a 
puppet in our hands, Naturally, the authority of the 
president will then become a target for every possible form 
of utlack; but we shall provide him with a means af scli- 
defence in the right of an appeal to the people, for the 
decision of the people over the heads of their represen- 
tatives, that is to say, an appeal to that same blind slave 
of ours—the majority of the mob. Independently of this 
we shall invest the president with thc righ of declaring 
a state of war, We shall justify this lust right om the 
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ground that the president as chief of the whole army of 
the country must bave it at his disposal, in case of need 
for the defence of the new republican constitution, the 
right to defend which will belong to him as the 
reponsible representative of this constitution. 





lt is easy to understand that in these conditions the 
key of the shrine will lie in our hands, and no one outside 
ourselves will any longer direct the force of legislation. 


Besides this we shall, with the introduction of the new 
republican constitution, take from the Chamber the right 
of interpellation on government mexsures, on the pretext 
of preserving political secrecy, and further, we shall by 
the new constitution reduce the number of representatives 
to a minimum, thereby proportionately reducing poli- 
tical passions and the passion for politics. 1f, however, 
they should, which is hardly to be expected, burst into 
fame, even in this minimum, we shall nullify them by u 
stirring appeal and reference to the majority of the whole 
people. ...Upon the president will depend the api 
ment of presidents and vice-presidents of the Chamber and 
the Senate, Instead of constant sessions of Parliaments 
we shall reduce their sittings to a few months. More- 
over, the president, as chief of the executive power, will 
have the right to summon and dissolve Parliament, and, 
in the latter case, to proiong the time for the appointment 
of a new parliamentary assembly. But in order that the 
Consequences of all these acts which in substance arc 
illegal, should not, prematurely for our pfans, fall upon 
the responsibility established by us of the president, we 
shall instigate ministers and other oficials of the higher 
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administration about the president to evade his disposi- 
tions by taking measures of their own, for doing which 
they will be made the scapegoats in his place... Thi 
part we especially recommend to bé given to be played 
by the Senate, the Council of State, or the Council of 
Ministers, but not to an individual official. 





The president will, at our discretion, interpret the 
sense of such of the cxisting laws as admit of various inter- 
pretations; he will further annul them when we indicate 
to him the necessity to do so. Besides this, he will have 
the right to propose temporary laws, and even new de- 
partures in the government constitutional working, the 
pretext both for the one and the other being the require- 
ments for the supreme welfare of the State. 


By such measures we shall obtain the power of 
destroying little by little, step by step, all that at the 
outset. When we enter on our rights, we are compelled 
1o introduce into the constitutions of States preparation 
for the transition to an imperceptible abolition of every 
kind of constitution, and then the time is come to turn 
every form of government into our despotism, 


The recognition of our despot may also come before 
the destruction of the constitution; the moment for this 
recognition will come when the peoples, utterly wearied 
by the irregularities aad incompetence—a matter which 
we shall arrange for—of their rulers, will clamour: “Away 
with them and give us one king over all the earth who will 
‘unite us and annihilate the causes of discords—frontiers, 
astionalities, religions, State debts—who will give us 
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peace and quiet which we cannot find under our rulers 
and representatives." 


But you yourselves perfectly well know that so 
produce the possibility of the expression of such wishes by 
all the nations it ts indispensable to trouble (n all countries 
the people's relations with their governments so as utterly 
Jo exhaust humanity with dissension, hatred, struggle, 
envy and ever by the use of torture, by starvation, by the 
tnaculation of diseases, by want, so that the goyim see no 
other issue than to take refuge in our complete sovereignty 
fn money and in all else, 

But if we give the nations of the world a breathing 
space the moment we long for is hardly likely ever to 
arrive, 
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Programme of the New Constitution, Cer- 

pe details KA the proposed revolution. The

Tis State Councilhas been, as it were, the emphatic 

‘expression of che authority of the order; it will he, 

25 the "show" part of the Legislative Corps, what may 
becalled the editorial committee of the laws and 
decrees of the ruler. 








This, then, is the programme of the new constitution, 
We shall make Law, Right and Justice (1) in the guise of 
proposals to the Legislative Corps, (2) by decrees of 
the president under the guise of general regulations, of 
orders of the Senate and of resolutions of the State Coun- 
cil in the guise of ministerial orders, (3) and in case a 
Suitable occasion should arise—in the form of a revolution 
in the State, 





Having established approximately the modus agendi 
we will occupy ourselves with details of those com- 
binations by which we have still to complete the 
revolution in the course of the machinery of State in the 
direction already indicated, By these combinations [ 
mean the freedom of the Press, the right of associaton, 
freedom of conscience, the voting principle, and many 
another that must disappear for ever from the memory 
Of mun, or undergo a radical alteration the day after the 
promulgation of the new constitution. It is only at that 
‘moment that we shall be able at once to announce all our 
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orders, for, afterwards, every noticeable alteration will 
be dangerous, for the following reasons: if this alteration 
be brought in with harsh severity and in a sense of 
severity and limitations, it may lead to a feeling of des 
air caused by fear of new alterations in the same dire 
tion: if, on the other hand, it be brought in a sense of. 
further indulgences it will be said that we have recognized 
‘our own wrongdoing and this will destroy the prestige 
of the infallibility of our authority, or else it will be said 
that we have become alarmed and are compelled to show 
a yielding disposition, for which we shall yet no thanks 
because it will be supposed to be compulsory... Both 
the one and the other are injurious to the prestige of the 
new constitution, What we want is that from the first 
moment of its promulgation, while the peoples of the 
world are still stunned by the accomplished fact of the 
revolution, still in a condition of terror and uncertainty, 
they should recognize once for all that we are vo strong. 
80 inexpugnable, so supersbundantiy filled with power, 
thut in no cave shall we take any account o^ them, and so 
far from paying any attention to their opinions or wishes, 
wwe are ready and able to crush with irresistible powes all 
expression or manifestation thereof al every moment and 
in every place, that we have seized at once everything we 
wanted and shall in no case divide our power with them 

+» Thon in fear and trembling they will close their eyes to. 
everything, and be content to await whal will be the end 
of it all 








The goyim are a flock of sheep, and we are their 
wolves. And you know what happens when the wolves 
net hold of the Block? 
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‘There is another reason also why they will close 
their eyes: for we shali keep. Promising them to give back 
all the liberties we have taken away as soon as we have 
quelled the enemies of peace and tamed all parties. 


3t is not worthwhile to say anything about how long 
a time they will be kept waiting for the return of their 
liberties... 


For what purpose then have we invented this whole 
policy and insinuated into the minds of thc goy without 
giving them any chance to examine ils underlying means 
ing? For what, inceed, if not in order to obtain in a 
roundabout way what is for our scattered tribe unattain- 
able by the direct road. It is this which had served is the 
basis of our ogaaisation of secret Masonry which is nor 
known to, and aims which are not even so much as suspected 
by, these goy cattle, attracted by us into the "show" army 
of Masonic Lodges in order to threw dustin the eves of their 
fellows. 


God has granted to us, His Chosen People, the gift 
of the dispersion, and in this which appears in all eye 
to be our weakness, bas come forth all our strength, wi 
hhas now brought us to the threshold of sovereignty over 
all the world. 


There now remains not much more for us to build 
ap upon the foundations we have laid

E word "freedom" which can be interpreted in 
urious ways, is defined by us as follows: 





Freedom is the right to do that which the law allows. 
This interpretation of the word will at the proper time be 
of service to us, because all freedom will thus be in our 
hands, since the laws will abolish or create only that which 
is desirable for us according to the aforesaid programme: 


We shall deal with the press in the following ways: 
what is the part played by the preys of to-day? It serves 
to excite and influme those passions which are needed 
for our purpose or else it serves selfish ends of parties, 
It is often vapid, unjust, mendacious, and the majority 
of the public have not the slightest idea what ends the 
press really serves. We shail saddle and bridle it with 
a tight rein: we shall do the same also with all productions 
of the printing press, for where would be the sense of 
getting rid of the attacks of the press if we remain targets 
for pamphicix and books? The produce of publicity, 
which nowadays is a source of heavy expense 
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owing to the necessity of censoring it, will be turned by 
us into a very lucrative source of income to our State: 
‘we shall lay on it a special stamp tax and require depo- 
sits of caution-money before permitting the establish- 
ment of any organ of the press or of printing offices 

these will then have to guarantee our government against 
any kind of attack on the part'of the press, For any 
attempt to attack us, if such still be possible, we shall 
inflict fines without mercy. Such measures as stamp tax, 
deposit of caution-money and fines secured by these 
deposits, will bring in a huge income to the government. 
Tt ia true that party organs might not spare money for the 
sake of publicity, but these we shall shut up at the second 
attack upon us. No one shall with impunity lay a finger 
on the aureole of our government infallibility. The 
pretext for stopping any publication will be the alleged 
plea that it is agitating the public mind without occasion 
or justifieation. 7 beg you to note that among those 
making attacks upon us will also be organs established by 
us, but they will attack exclusively points that we have pre- 
determined to alter. 








Not a single announcement vill reach the public with- 
‘out our control, Even now this is already being attained 
by us inasmuch as all news items are received hy x few 
agencies, in whose offices they are focussed from all parts 
ofthe werid. These agencies will then be already entirely 
urs and will give publicity only to what we dictate to 
them. 


1f already now we have contrived to possess ourselves 
of the minds of the goy communities to such an extent 
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that they all come near looking upon the events of the 
World through the coloured glasses of those spectacles 
we are setting astride their noses; if already now there is 
not 2 single State where there exist for us any barriers to 
admittance into what goy stupidity calls State secrets: 
what will our position be then, when we shall be acknow- 
ledged supreme lords of the world in the person of our 
King of all the world. 


Let us turn again to the future of the printing press. 
Everyone desirous of being a publishcr, librarian, or 
Printer, vill be obliged to provide himself with the dip- 
loma instituted therefor, which, in case of any fault, 
will be immediaicly impounded. With much measures 
the instrument of thought will become an educative means 
dn the hands of our government, which will no longer allow 
theewiass of the nation to be led astray in by-ways and 

77 fantasies about the blessings of progress, \s there any one 
of us who does not know that these phantom blessings are 
the direct roads to foolish imaginings which give birth 
to anarchical relations of men among themselyes and 
towards authority, because progress, or rather the idea 
of progress, has introduced the conception of every kind 
‘of emancipation, but has failed to establish itx limits. 
All the so-called liberals arc anarchists, if not in fact, at 
any rate in thought. Every one of them is hunting after 
Phantoms of freedom, and falling exicusively into licence, 
that is, into the anarchy of protest for the sake of 
protest... t 





We turn to the periodical press. We shall impose 
on it, as on all printed matter, stamp taxes per sheet and 
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deposits of cautionmoney, and books of less than 30 
sheets will pay double. We shall reckon them as pam- 
Phlets in order, on the one hand, to reduce the number of 
magazines, which are the worst form of printed poison, 
and, on the other, in order that this measure may force 
writers into such length productions that they will be 
Tittle read, especially ax they will be costly. At the same 
time that we shall publish ourselves to influence mental 
development in the direction laid down for our profit 
will be cheap and will be read voraciously, The tax will 
bring vapid literary amibitions withio bounds and the 
liability to penalities will make literary men dependent 
upon us. And if there should be any found who are 
desirous of writing against us, they will not fod any 
person eager to print their productions. Before accepting 
any production for publication in print the publisher or 
Printer will have to apply to the authorities for permission 
to do so. Thus we shall know beforehand of all tricks 
Preparing against us and shall nullify them hy getting 
ahead with explanations on the subject treated of. 


Literature and journalism are two of the most im- 
Portant educative forces, and therefore our government 
will become proprietor of the majority of the journals, 
This will neutralise thè injurious influence of the privately- 
owned press and will put us in possession of a tremendous 
influence upon the public mind....1f we give permits 
for ten journals, we shall ourselves found thirty, and so 
on in the same proportion. This, however, must in 
no wise be suspected by the public. For which reason all 
Journals published by us will bein appearance, of the 
most opposite tendencies and opinions, thereby creating 
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confidence in us, and bringing over to us our quite un- 
suspicious opponents, who will thus fall into our trap and 
be rendered harmless. 


Tn the front rank will stand organs of an official 
character. They will always stand guard over out in- 
torests, and therefore their influence will be comparatively 
insignificant, 


In the second rank will be the semi-official organs, 
whose part it will be to attract the tepid and indifferent, 


Tn the third zank we shall set up our owa opposition, 
which, to all appearance, in at least one of its organs, will. 
present whut looks:like the very antipodes to us. Our 
Teal opponents at heart will accept this simulated oppo- 
sition as their own and will show us their cards. 


All our newspapers will be of all possible com- 
plextions—aristorcratic, republican, revolutionary, even 
anarchi¢al—for so Jong, of course, as the constitution 
exists... Eike the Indian, idol Vishou, they will have a 
hundred hands, and every one of them Will have a finger 
on uny one of the public opinions as required. When 
a pulse quickens thosc hands will lead opinion in the 
rection of our aims, for an excited patient loses all 
power of judgment and easily yields in suggestion, Those 
fools who will think they are repeating the opinion of a 
newspaper of their own camp will be repeating our 
opinion of any opinion that seems desirable for us. 1n 
the vain belief that they are following the organ of their 
party they will, in fact follow the flag which we hang out 
for ther. 
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In order to direct our newspaper militia in this sense 
‘we must take especial and minute care in organising this 
matter. Under the title of central department of the 
press we shall institute fiterary gatherings at which our 
agents will, without attracting altention, issue the orders 
and watchwords of the day. By discussing and con- 
troverting, but always superficially, without touching the 
essence of the matter, our organs will carry on a sham 
fight fusillade with the official newspapers solely for the 
purpose of giving occasion for us to express ourselves 
more fully thas: could well be done from the outset in 
official announcements, whenever, of course, that is to 
our advantage, 


These attacks upon us will also serve another purpose, 
namely, that our subjects will be convinced of the existence 
of full freedom of speech and so give our agents an 
occasion to affirm that all organs which oppose us are 
empty bubblers, since they are incapable of finding any 
substantial objection to nur orders, 








Methods of organisation like these, imperceptible 
to the publie eye but ubsolutcly sure, arc the best calculat- 
ed to succeed in bringing the attention and the confidence 
of the public to the side of cur government. Thanks to 
such methods we shall be in a position as from time to 
time may be required, to excite or tranquillize the public 
mind on political questions, to persuade or confuse, 
printing now truth, now lies, facts or their contradictions, 
according as they may be well or ill received, always very 
cautiously feeling our ground before stepping upon it... 
We shall have a sure triumph over our opponents since 
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they will mot have at their disposition organs of the press 
in which they can give full and final expression of their 
views, owing to the aforesaid methods of dealing with 
the press. We shall not even need to refute them excep: 
very superficially. 

Trial shots like these, fired by us in the third rank 
of our press, in case of need, will be energetically refuted 
by us in our semi-official organs. 








Even nowadays, already, take only the French press, 
there are forms which reveal Masonic solidarity in acting 
on the watchword: all organs of the press are bound 
together by srotessionul secrecy; likè the augurs of old, 
not one of their number will give away the secret of his 
sources of information unless it be resolved to make 
nnoungement of them. Not one journalist will venture 
10 betray this secret, for not one of them is ever admitted 
to practise Jiteratore unless his whole past hus some dis- 
graceful sore or other... These sores would be imme- 
diately revealed, So lcz as they remain the secret of a 
few, the prestige of the journalist attracts the majority of 
the country the mob follow after him with enthusiasm. 








Our calculations are especially extended to the 
provinces, lt is indispensable for us to inflame there 
those hopes and impulses with which we could at any 
moment fall upon the capital, and we shall represent to 
the capitals that these expressions are the independent 
hopes and impulses of the provinces. Naturally, the 
source of them will be always one and the same—ours, 
What we need is that, until such time as we are in the 
plenitude of power, the capitals should find themselves 
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stifled by the provincial opinion of the nation, fe, of a 
majority arranged by our agentur. What we need is 
that at the psychological moment the capitals should not 
Be in x position to discuss au accomplished fact for the 
simple reason, if for no other, that it has been accepted 
by the public opinion of a majority in the provinces. 


s+. When we are in the period of the new regime tram 
sitional to that of our assumption of full sovereignty we 
must noi admit any revelations by the press of any form of 
public dishonesty; it is necessary thet the new regime 
shauld be thought to have so perfectly contented everybady 
that even criminality has disappeared... Cases of the 
manifestation of criminality should remain kaown only 
to their victims and to chance witnesses—no more. 
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XII 


The need for daily bread. Question of rhe 
Political. Qestions of industry. Amuse- 
‘ments. People's palaces. "Truth is One.” 
The great problems. 


IHE need for daily bread forces the goyim to keep 

silence and be our humble servants. Agents taken on 
to our press from among the goyim will at our orders dis- 
cuss anything which it is inconvenient for us to issue 
directly in official documents, and we, meanwhile, 
quietly amid the din of the discussion so raised, shall 
simply take and carry through such measures as we wish 
und then offer them to the public as an accomplished fact. 
No one will dare to demand the abrogation of a matter. 
once settled, all the more so as it will be represented xs 
an improvement....And immediately the press will 
distract the current of thought towards new questions 
(have we not trained people always to be sceking some- 
thing new?) into the discussions of these new questions 
will throw themselves those of the brainless dispensers 
of fortunes who arc not able even now to understand that 
they have not the remotest conception about the matters 
which they undertake to discuss. Questions of the 
Political are unattainable for any save those who have 
guided it already for many ages, the creators. 





From all this you will see that in securing the opinion 
of the mob we are only facilitating the working of our 
machinery, and you may remark that it is nat for action 
but for words issued by us on this or that question that 
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we seem to sesk approval, We are constantly making 
public declaration that we are guided in all our under- 
takings by the hope, joined to the conviction, that we are 
serving the common weal, 


Jn order to distract people who may be too trouble- 
some from discussions of questions of the political we 
are now putting forward what we allege to be new ques- 
tions of the political, namely, questions of industry. 
fn this sphere let them discuss themselves silly! The 
masses are agreed to remain inactive, to take a rest from 
what they suppose to be political activity (which we 
trained them to in order to use them as means of com- 
bating the goy governments) only on condition of being 
found new employments, in which we are prescribing 
them something that looks like the same politici! object, 
In order that the masses themselves may not guess what 
they ure about, we further distract them with amusements, 
umes, pastimes, passions, people's palaces... Svan 
we shail begin through the press to propose competitions 
in art, in sports of alt Kinds: these interests will finally 
distract their minds from questions in which we should 
find aurseives compelied to oppose them. Growing more 
and more unaccustomed to reflect and form any opinions 
of their own, people will begin to talk in the same tones 
as we, because we alone shall be offering them new direc- 
tions for thought... of course, through such persons as 
will not be suspected of solidarity with us. 

The part played by the liberals, utopian dreamers, 
Will be finally played out when cur government is acknow- 
ledged. Till such time they will coatinuc to do us good 
service. Therefore we shall continue to direct their 
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minds to all sorts of vain conceptions of fantastic theories, 
mew and apparently progressive: for have we not, with 
complete success, turned the brainless heads of the goyim 
wich progress, till there is not among the goyim one mind 
able to perceive that under this word lies a departure from 
truth in all cases where it is not a question of material 
inventions, for truth is one, and in it there is no place for 
Progress. Progress, like a fallacious idea, server 10 
obscure truth so that none may know it except us, the 
Chosen of God. its guardians. 


When we come into our kingdom our orators will 
expound great problems which have turned humanity 
upside down in order to bring it im the end under our 
beneficent rule. 


Who will ever suspect then that oll these peoples were 
stage-managed by us according ta a political plan which 
no one has so much as guessed at in the course of many 
centuries?

‘The religion of the future. Future conditions 
of serfdom. Inaccessibtlity of knowledge 
regarding the religion of the future. Porno- 
graphy amd the printed matter of the 
future, 


MBEN. we come into our kingdom it wil be unde- 

irable for us that there should exist any other 
religion than outs of the One God with whom our destiny 
ig bound up by-our position as the Chosen People and 
through whom our same destiny is united with rhe dese 
tinies of the world. We must, therefore, sweep away ali 
other forms of belief, IF this gives birth to the atheist 
whom we see to-day it will not, being only a transitional 
stage, interfere with our views, but will serve as a warning 
for those generations which will hearken to our preuch- 
ing of the religion of Moses, that, by its stable and tho- 
roughly elaborated system has brought all peoples of the 
world into subjection to us, Therin we shall 
emphasise its mystical right, on which, as we shall say, 
all its educative power is based....Then at every 
possible opportunity we shall publish articles in which 
we shall make comparisons between our beneficent 
rule and those of past ages. The blessings of tranquillity, 
though it be a tranquillity, forcibly brought about by 
centuries of agitation, will throw into higher relief the 
benefits to which we shall point. The errors of the goyim 
governments will be depicted by us in the most vivid 
hues. We shall implant such an abhorrence of them that 
the peoples will prefer tranquillity in a state of serfdom 
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to those rights of vaunted freedom which bave tortured 
humanity and exhausted the very sources of human exist- 
ence, sources which have been exploited by a mob of 
füscally adventurers who know not what they do... 
Unless changes of forms of government 10 which we in- 
stigated the gayim when we were undermining their state 
structures will have so wearied the peoples by that fime. 
that they will prefer to suffer anything under us rather than 
run the risk of enduring again all the agitations ahd mis- 
vries they have gone through 

At the same time we shall not omit to emphasise the 
historical mistakes of the goy governments which have 
tormented humanity for so many ceaturies by their lack 
of tinderstanding of everything that constitutes the true 
good of humanity in their chase after fantastic schemes 
of social blessings, and have never noticed that these 
schemes kept on producing a worse and never a belter 
state of the universut relutions which are the basis of 
human life... 





"The whole force of our principles and methods will 
lic in the fact that we shall present them and expound them 
as a splendid contrast to the dead and decomposed old 
order of things in social life. 





Our philosophers will discuss alt the shoricomings of 
the various beliefs of the goyim. But mo one will ever 
bring under discussion our faith from its true paint of view 
since this will be fully learned by none save ours, wha will 
never dare ta betrary its secrets, 


In countries known os progressive and enlightened, 
we have created a senseless, filthy, abominable Iterature. 
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For some time after our entrance to power we shall 
continue to encourage its existence in order to provide 
w telling relief by contrast to the speeches, party pro- 
gramme, which will be distributed from exalted quarters 
of ours... „Oue wise men, trained to become leaders of 
the goyim. will compose speeches, projects, memoirs, 
articles, which will be used by us to influence the minds of 
the goyim, directing them towards such understanding 
and forms of knowledge as have been determined by us.

HEN we at last definitely come into our kingdom 

by the aids of coupe d' etar prepared everywhere for 
one anéthesame day, after the wortblessness of allexisting 
forms of government has becn definitely acknowledged 
(and not a little time will pass before that comes about, 
perhaps even « anole century) we shall slay without 
mercy all who take arms fin hand) to oppose our coming 
into cur kingdom. Every kind of new institution of any 
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thing like a secret socicty will also be punished with death; 
those of them which ore sow in existence, are known to 
us, serve us and have scd us, wo shall disband and 
send into exile to continzi:s far removed from Europe. 
In this way we shall procced with those goy Masons who 
know too much; such of these as we may, for some rea- 
son, spare will be kept in constant fear of exile. We 
shall promulgate x law making all former members of 
secret societies liable to exile from Europe as the centre 
of our rule. 











Resolutions of our government will he final, without 
appeal. 


In the goy societies, in which we have planted and 
deeply rooted discord and protestantism, the only 
possible way of restoring order is to employ merciless 
measures that prove the direct force of authority; no 
regard must be paid to the victims who fall, they suffer 
for the well-being of the future. The attainment of that 
well-being, even at the expense of sacrifices, is the duty 
of any kind af goveřnment that acknowledges as justi- 
fication for its existence not only its privileges but its 
obligations. The principal guarantee of stability of rule 
is to confirm the aureoleof power, and this aureole is 
attained only by such  masjstic inflexibility of might as 
shall carry on its face the emblems of inviolability from 
mystical causes—from the choice of God. Such was, 
until recent times, the Russian autocracy, the one and 
only serious foe we had in the world, without counting the 
papacy. Beat in mind the example when Italy, drenched 
with blood; never touched a hair of the head of Sulla wha 
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had poured forth that blood. Sulla enjoyed an apo- 
theosis for his might in the eyes of the people, though 
they had been torn in pieces by bim, but his intrepid 
return to Italy ringed him round with inviolability. 
The people do not lay a finger on bim who hypnotiscs 
them by bis during and strength of mind. 


Meantime, however, uatil we come into our kingdom, 
we shall act in the contrary way: we shall create and 
multiply free Masonic Lodges in ali the countries of the 
world, absorb inta them all who may become or who are 
Prominent in public activity, For in these Lodges we shall 
find our principal intelligence office and means of influence, 
All these lodges we shall bring under onc central admin- 
istration, known to us alone and to all others absolutely 
Unknown, which will be composed of our learned elders 
‘The Lodges will have their representatives who will serve 
to sereen the above-mentioned administration cf Masonry 
and from whom will issue the watchword and programme, 
1n these Lodges we shall tie together the knot which binds 
together all revolutionary and liberal elements, Their 
composition will be made up of all strata of society. 
The most secret politica! plots will be known to us and wilt 
fall under our guiding hands on the very doy ef their con. 
ception. Among the members of these Lodges will be 
almost all the agents of internationa) and'aational police, 
since their service is for vs irreplaceable in the respect 
that the police is in a position not only to use its own 
particular measures with the insubordinate, but also to 
screen our activities and provide pretexts for dicontente, 
el cetera. 
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The class of people who most willingly enter into 
secret societies are those who live by their wits, carcerists, 
and io general people, mostly light-minded, with whom we 
shali have no difficulty in dealing and in using 
to wind up the mechanism of the machine devised by us. 
If this world grows agitated the meaning of that will be 
that we have had to stir it up in order to break up its too 
great solidarity, But if shere should arise tn its midst u 
piot, then at the head of that plot will be no other than one 
of our most crusted servants. It is natural that we und no 
other should lead Masonic a:tivities, for we know whither 
we arc leading, we know the final goal of every form of 
activity whereas the goyim have knowledge of nothing, 
not even of the immediate effect of action; they put be- 
Tore themselves, usually, the momentary reckoning of the 
satisfaction of their setf-opinion in the accomplishment 
of their thought without even remarking that the very 
conception never belonged to their initiative but to our 
instigation of their thought. ....- 








The goyim enter the Lodges out of curiosity or in the 
hope by their means to get a nibble at the public pie. and 
some of them in order to obtain a heating before the 
public for their impracticable and groundless fantasies: 
they thirst for the emotion of success and applause, of 
which we are remarkably generous. And the reason why 
we give them this success is to make use of the high con- 
cit of themselves to which it gives birth, for that insen- 
dibly disposes them to assimilate our suggestions without 
teeing on their guard against them in the fullness of their 
enpfidence that it is their own infallibility which is giving 
-atlerance ta their own thoughts and that it is impossible 
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for them te borrow those of others......You cannot 
imagine to what extent the wisest of the goyim can be 
brought to a state of unconscious naivete in the presence 
of this condition of high conceit of themselves, and at the 
same time how easy it is to take the heart out of them by 
the slightest ill-success, though it be nothing more than 
the stoppage of the applause they had, and to reduce them 
to a slavish submission for the sake of winning a renewal 
of success........By so much as ours disregard success 
if only they can carry through their plans, by so much 
the goyim ase willing to sacrifice sny plans only to have 
success, This psychology of theirs materially facilitates 
Tor us the task of setting them in the required direction. 
These tigers in appearance have the souls of sheep and 
the wind blows freely through their heads. We have set 
them on the hobby-horse of an idea about the absorption. 
of individuality by the symbolic unit of collectivism. ..... 
They have never yet and they never will have the sense 
to reflect that this hobby-horse is a manifest violation of 
the mast importunt law of nature, which has established 
from the very ercation of the world one unit unlike another 
and precisely for the purpose of instituting individual- 
iiye 


If we have been able to bring them to such a pitch of 
stupid blindness is it not a proof and amazingly clear proof 
of the degree to which the mind of the goyim is undeve- 
loped in comparison with our mind? This it is, mainly, 
which guarantees our success. 


And how far-seeing were our learned elders in ancient 
times when they said that to attain a serious end it behoves 
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mot to stop at any means or to count the viclims sacrificed 
for the sake of that end....We have not counted the 
victims of the seed of the goy cattle, though we have 
sacrificed many of our own, bul for that we have now 
already given them such position on the earth as they 
could not even have dreamed of. The comparatively 
small numbers of the victims from the number of ours 
have preserved our nationality from destruction, 


Death is the inevitable end for all. It is better to 
bring that end nearer to those who hinder our affairs 
than to ourselves, to the founders of this affair, We 
execute Masons in such wise that none save the brother- 
hood can ever have a suspiction of it, not even the victims 
themselves of aur death sentence, they all die when required 
as if from a normal kind of iness... „Knowing this, 
even the brotherhood in jts turn dare not protest. By 
such methods we have plucked out of the midst of 
Masonry the very root of protest against our disposition, 
While preaching liberalism to the goyim we, at the same 
time, keep our own people and our agenis in a state ot 
unquestioning submission. 





‘Under our influence the execution of the laws of the 
goyim has been reduced to a minimum. The prestige of 
the law has been exploded by the libera] interpretations 
introduced into this sphere. Io the most important and 
fundamental affairs and questions judges decide as we 
dictate to them, see matters in the light wherewith we 
enfold them for the administration of the goyim, of 
course, through persons who are our tools though wc do 
not appear to have anything in common with them—by 
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newspaper opinion or by other means. ... Even sena- 
tors and the higher administration accept our counsels, 
The purely brute mind of the goyim is incapable of use 
for analysis and observation, and still more for the fore- 
seeing whither a certain manner of setting a question may 
tend. 


In this differeace in capacity for thought between the 
goyim and ourselves may be clearly discerned the seal of 
our position as the Chosen People and of our higher 
quality of humanness, in coatradistinction to the brute 
mind of the goyin. Their eyes are open, but see nothing 
before them and do not invent (unless, perhaps, material 
things). From this it is plain that Nature herself has 
destined us to guide and rule the world. 


When comes the time of our overt rule, che time ta 
manifest its blessinzs, we shall remake all fegislitues, all 
our Jaws will be brief, plain, stable, without any kind of 
interpretations, so that anyone wili he in a position to 
know them perfectly. The main feature which will run 
Tight through them ix submission to orders, and this prin- 
ciple will be carricd to a grandiose height. Every abuse 
will then disappear in consequence of the responsibility 
of all down to the lowest unit before the higher anthority 
of the representative of power. Abuses of power su- 
bordinate to this last instance will be so mercilessly 
punished that none will be found anxious to try experiment 
with their owa powers. We shall follow up jealously 
every action of the administration oa which depends the 
smooth running of the machinery of the State, for slack- 
ness in this produces clackness everywhere: not a single 
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vase of illegality or abuse of power will be left without 
exemplary punishment. 


Concealment of guilt, connivance between those 
in the service nf the administration —all this kind of evil 
will disappear aficr the very first examples of severe 
Punishment. The aureole of our power demands suitable, 
that is, cruel punishment for the slightest infringement, for 
the sake of gain, of its supreme prestige. The sufferer, 
though his punishment may exceed his fault, will count 
as a soldier falling on the administrative field of battle in 
the interest of authority, principle and law, which do not. 
permit that any of those who hold the reins of the public 
coach should turn aside from the public highway to their 
own private paths. for example: our judges will know 
that whenever they feel disposed to plume themselves on 
foolish clemency they are violating the law of justice 
which is instituted for the exemplary edification of men 
by penalties for lapse and not for display of the spiritual 
qualities of the judge... -Such qualities it is proper 
to show in private life, but not in a public square which 
is the educationary basis of human life. 


Our legal staff will serve not beyond the age of 55, 
firstly, because old men more obstinately hold to preju- 
diced opinions and are less capable of submitting to new 
directions, and secondly, because this will give us the 
possibility by this measure of securing elasticity in the 
changing of staff, which will thus the more easily bend 
under our pressure: he who wishes to keep his place will 
have lo give blind obedience to deserve it. In general, 
our judges will be elected by us only from among those 
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who thoroughly understand that the part they have to 
play is to punish and apply Taws and not dream about the 
manifestations of liberalism at the expense of the educa- 
tionary scheme of the State, as the goyim in these days 
imagine it ta be. This method of shuffling the staff will 
serve also to explode any collective solidarity of those 
in the same service and will bind all to the interests of 
the government upon which their fate will depend, The 
generation of judges will be trained in certain 
is regarding the inadmissibility of any abuscy that 
might disturh the established order of our subjects among 
themselves 








In these days the judges of the goyim create indul- 
gences to every hind of crimes, not having a just under- 
standing of their office, because the rulers of the present 
age in appointing judges to office take no care to incul- 
cate in them a sense of duty and consciousness of the 
matter which is demanded of them. As a brute beast 
lets out its young in search of prey, so do the goyim 
dive theie subjects places of profit without thinking to 
make clear to them for-what purpose such place was 
created, This ia the reason why their governments are 
belog ruined by their own forces through the acts of 
their own administration. 


Let us borrow from the example of the results of 
these actions yet another lesson for our government. 


We shall root out liberalism from all the important 
strategic posts of our government on which depends the 
training of subordinates for our State structure. Such 
posts will fall exclusively to those who have been trained 
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by us for administrative rule. To the possible objection 
that the retirement of old servants will cost the Treasury 
heavily, J reply, firstly, they will be provided with some 
private service in place of what they lose, and, secondly, 
T have to remark that all the money in the world will be 
concentrated in our hands, consequently it is not our 
government that has to fear expense. 





Our absolutism will in all things be logically con- 
secutive and therefore our supreme will in each one of 
its decrees will be respected and unquestionably fulfilled: 
it Will ignore all murmurs, all discontents of every kind 
and will destroy to the root every kind of manifestation 
of them in act by punishment of an exemplary character, 


We shall abolish the right of cassation, which will be 
transferred exclusively to our disposs]—to the cognizance 
of him who rules, for we must not allow the conception 
among the people of a thought that there could be such a 
thing as a decision that it is not right of judges set up hy 
us. Tf, however, anything like this should occur, we shall 
Ourxelves cassats the deci ion, but inflict therewith such. 
exemplary punishment on the judge for lack of under- 
standing of his duty and the Purposes of his appointment 
as will prevent a repetition of such cases... repeat 
that it must be borne in mind that we shall know every 
sep of our administration which only needs to be closely 
watched for the people to be content with us, for it has 
the right to demand from a good government a good 
official. 


Gur government will have the appearance of a 
Patriarchal paternal guardianship on the part of our 
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ruler, Our own nation and our subjects will 
his person a father caring for their every need, their every 
act, their every interrelation as subjects one with another, 
as well as their relations to the ruler. They will then be 
so thoroughly imbued with the thought that iis imposs- 
ible for them todispense with this wardship and guidance, 
if they wish to live im peace amd quiet, that they will 
acknowledge-the uutocracy of our ruler with a devotion 
bordering on Apathcosis, expecially when they are con- 
vinced that those whom we set up do not put their own 
in place of his authority but only blindly execute his dic- 
tates, They will be rejoiced that we have regulated every- 
thing in their lives as is done by wine parents who desire 
to retain thei children in the cause of duty and submission. 
Wor the peoples of the world in regard to the secrets of 
our state are ever through the ages only children under 
Age, precisely as are also their governments 


seern in 





As you see, I found our despotism on tight and duly: 
the right to compel the cxecution of duty is the direct 
obligation of a government which is a futher for its 
subjects. t has the right of the strong that it may use 
it for the hencfit of directing humanity towards that order 
which is defined by nature, namely. submission, Every- 
thing in the world is in a state of submission, if not to 
maa, then to circumstances or its own inner character, 
in all cases, to what is stronger. And so shall we be this 
something stronger for the sake of good. 





We are obliged without hesitation to sacrifice indi- 
viduals, who commit a breach of established order, for 
in exemplary punishment of evil lies a great cdocational 
problem. 
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When the King of Israel sets upon his sacred head 
the crown offered him by Europe he will become patriarch 
of the world. The indispensable victims offered by him 
in consequence of their suitability will never reach the 
number of victims offered in the course of centuries by 
the mania of magnificence, the emulation between the 
goy governments. 





Our King will be in constant communion with the 
peoples, making to them from the tribune speeches which 
fame will in that same hour distribute over all the world

'N order to effect the destruction of all collective 

forces except ours we shull emasculate the first stage of 
collectivism—the universities, hy re-educating them in a 
new direction. Their officials and professors will be 
prepared for their business by detailed secret programmes: 
of action from which they willnotwith immunity diverse 
not by one iota. ‘They will be appointed with especial 
precaution, and will be so placed as to be wholly depen- 
ent upon the Government, 








We shall exclude from the course of instruction State 
Law as also all that concerns the political question. 
‘These subjects will be taught to 2 fe,y dozens of persons 
chosen for their prominent capacities from among the 
number of the initiated. The universities must no longer. 
send out from their halls milksops concocting plans for 
a constitution, like a comedy or a tragedy, busying 
themselves with questions of policy in which event their 
‘own fathers never had any power of thought. 


The ill-guided acquaintance of a large number of 
persons with questions of stale creates ulopian dreamers 
and bad subjects, as you can see for yourselves from the 
example of the universel education in this direction of the 
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goyim. We must introduce into their education all those 
Principles which have so brilliantly broken up their order, 
But when we are in power we shall remove every kind of 
disturbing subject from the course of education and shall 
make out of the youth obedient children of authority, 
loving him who rules as the support and hope of peace and 
quiet. 

Classicism, as also any form of study of ancient 
"history, in which there are more bad than good. examples, . 
"we shall replace with the study of the programme of the 
future. We shall erase from the memory of men all 
facts of previous centuries which are undesirable to us, 
and leave only those which depict all the errors of the 
government of the goyim. The study of practical life, 
Wf the obligations of order, of the relations of the people 
one to another, of avoiding bad aad selfish crample 
which spread the infection of evil, and simitar questions 
of an educative oature, will stand in the forefront of the 
teaching programme, which will be drawn up on a separate 
plan for each calling or state of life, in no wise generalis- 
ing the teaching. This treatment of the question has 
special importance. 

Each state of life must be trained within strict limits 
corresponding to its destination and work in life. The 
occasional genius has always managed and always will 
‘manage to slip through into other states of life, but it is 
the most perfect folly for the sake of this rare occasional 
genius to let through into ranks foreign to them the ün- 
talented who thus rob'of their places those who belong 
to those ranks by birth or employment, You know 
Yourselves in what all this has ended for the goyim who 
allowed this crying absurdity. 
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In order that he who roles ‘may be seated firmly in. 
‘the hearts and minds of his subjects it is necessary for the 
time of his activity to instruct the whole nation in the 
schools and on the market places about his meaning and 
his acts and all his beneficent initiatives, 

We shall abolish every kind of freedom of instruction. 
‘Learners of all ages will have the tight to assemble together 
‘with their parents in the educational establishments as it 
were in a club: during these ‘assemblies, ‘on holidays, 
teachers will read what wili Pass as free lectures on ques- 
tions of human relations, of the laws of exemples, of the 
Jimitations which are born of unconscious relations. and, 
finally, of the philosophy of new theories not yet declared 
to the world. These theories will be raised by us to the 
ge of a dogma of faith as a transitional stage towards 
our faith. On the completion of this exposition of out 
programme of action in the present und the future 1 will 
read you the principles of these theories, 








In à word, knowing by the experience of many cene 
turies that people live and arc guided by ideas, that these 
ideas are imhibed by people oniy by the aid of education 
Provided with equal success for uli ages of growth, but 
of course, by varying methods, we shall swallow up and 
confiscate to our own use the last scintilla of independence 
‘of thought, which we have for long past been directing 
towards subjects and ideas useful for us. The system of 
bridliog thought is already at work in the so-called system 
of teaching by object lessons, the purpose of which is 
to tum the goyim into unthinking submissive brutes 
waiting for thing to be presented before their eyes in 
‘order to form ap idea of them......In France, one of 
our best agents, Bourgeois, has already made public 
* new programme of teaching by object lessons.

How ta fight the existing Church. Fonction 
ef contemporary press. Organisation of 
police.

THE practice of advocacy produces man cold, cruet, 
persistent, unprincipled. who in all cases luke up an 
impersonal, purely legal standpoint. They have the 
inveterate habit to refer everything to its value for the 
defence and not to the public welfare of its results, They. 
do not usually decline to undertake any defence whatever, 
they strive for an acquittal at all costs, cavilling over 
every petty crux of jurisprudence and therchy they dem- 
oralise justice. For this reason we shall set this profes- 
sion into narrow frames which will keep it inside this 
sphere of executive public service. Advocates, equally 
with judges, will be deprived of the right of communica- 
tion with litigants; they will receive business only from the. 
court and will study it by notes of report and documents, 
defending their clients after they have been interrogated 
in court on facts that have appeared. They will receive 
an honorarium without regard to the quality of the 
defence. "This will render them mere reporters on law- 
business in the iaterests of justice amd as counterpoise 
to the protector who will be the reporter im the inter- 
sts of prosecution; this will shorten business before the 
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Couris. In this “way will be established a practice of 
honest unprejudiced defence conducted not from per- 
sonal interest but by conviction. This wil also, by 
the way, remove the present practice of corrupt bargail 


between advocates to agree only to let that side win 
which pays most... 





We have long past taken care 10 discredit the priest- 
hood of the goyim, and thereby to ruin their mission on 
earth, which in these days might still be a great hindrance 
40 us, Day by doy its influence on the peoples of the world. 
ds falling lower, Freedom of conscience has been declared 
everywhere, so that now only years divide us from the 
moment of the complete wrecking of that Christian reh 
Bion. As to other religions. we shall have still tess diffi 
culty in dealing with them, bur it would be premature to 
speak of this noie. We shall set clericalism and clerical 
into such narrow frames as to make their influence move 
in retrogressive proportion ta its former progress. 


When the time comes finally to destroy the papal 
‘court the finger of an invisible hand will point the nations 
towards this court. When, however, the nations fing 
themselves upon tt, we shall come forward in the guise of 
its defenders ax |f t0 save excessive bloodshed. By this 
diversion we shall penetrate to its very bowels and be sure 
we shali never come out again until we have gnawed through 
the entire sicength of this place.

In general, then, our contemporary press will con- 
tinue to criticise State affairs, religions, incapacities of the 
goyim, always using the most unpriocipled expressions. 
in order by every means to lower their prestige in the 


manner which can only be practised by the genius of our 
gifted tribe. 











Our kingdom will be an apologia of the divinity 
Vishnm, in whom is found its personification—in our 
hundred hands will be, one in cach, the springs of the 
machinery of social life, We shall sce everything without 
the uid of official police which, in that scope of its right 
Which we elaborated for the use of the goyim, hinders 
governments from seeing. In our programme one-third 
Of our subjects will keep the rest under observation from 
A sense of duty, on the principle of volunteer service to 
the State. It will then be no disgrace to be u spy and 
informer, but merit: unfounded denunciations, however, 
will be cruelly punished that there may be no development. 
of abuses of this right. 





Our agents will be taken from the higher as well as 
the lower ranks of society, ftom among the administrative 
Clais who spend their time in amusements, editors, 
Printers and publishers, booksellers, clerks, and sales- 
men, workmen, coachmen, lackeys, ef cetera. This 
body, having no rights and not being empowered to tuke 
any action on their own account, and consequently a 
police without any power, will only witness and report 
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Verification of their reports aad arrests will depend upon 
a responsible group of controllers of police affairs, while 
the actual act of arrest will be performed by the gen- 
darmerie and the municipal police. Any persons not 
denouncing anything seen or heard concerning persons 
of state will also be charged with and made responsible 
for concealment, if it be proved that he is guilty of this 
crime. 


Just as nowadays our brethren are obliged at their 
‘wn risk to denounce to the kabel apostates of their own 
family or members who have been noticed doing anything 
in opposition to the kabal, so in our kingdom over all the 
‘world it will be obligatory for all our subjects to observe 
the duty of service to the State in this direction. 


Such an organisation will extirpate abuses of au- 
thority, of force, of bribery, everything in fact which we 
by our counsels, by our theóries of the superhuman rights 
of man, have introduced into the customs of the goyim, .

"HEN it becomes necessary for us to strengthen the 

trict measures of secret defence (the most fatal poison 
for the prestige of authority) we shall arrangea simulation 
of disorders or some manifestation of discontents finding 
expression through the co-operation of good speakers. 
Round these speakers will assemble all who are sympa. 
‘thetic to his utterances. This will give us the pretext for 
domiciliary perquisitions amd surveillance on the part 
‘of our servants from among the number of the goyim. 
police. 


‘As the majority of conspirators act out of love for the 
‘game, for the sake of talking, so, until they commit some 
‘overt act we shall not lay a finger on them but only intro- 
dace into their midst observation elemens. ....ft must 
bbe remembered that the prestige of authority is lessened 
if it frequently’ discovers conspiracies against itself: 
this implies a presumption of consciousness of weakness, 
‘of, what is stilt worse, injustice. You are aware that we 
have broken the prestige of the goy kings by frequent 
attempts upon their lives through our agents, blind sheep 
of our flock, who are easily moved by a few liberal phrases. 
to crimes provided only they be painted im political 
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colours. We have compelled the rulers to acknowledge 
their weakness in advertising overt measures of secret 
defence and thereby we shall bring authority to destruc- 
tion. 


‘Our ruler will be secretly protected.only by the most 
insignificant guard, because we shall not admit so much 
asa thought that there would exist against him any sedition 
‘with which he is not strong enough to contend and 
is compelled to hide from it 


Af we should admit this thought, as the goyim have 
done and are doing, we should ipso facto be signing a 
death sentence if not for our ruler, at any rate for his 
dynasty at no distant date. 


According to strictly enforced outward appearances 
out fuler wilt employ. his power only for the advantage 
of the nation and in no wise for his own or dynastic profits. 
Therefore, with the observance of this decorum, his 
authority will be respected and guarded by the subjects 
‘themselves, it will receive an apotheosis in the admission 
that with it is bound up the well-being of every citizen of 
‘the State, for upon it will dépend all order ia the common 
Bfe of the pack...... 


Overt defence of the kind argues weakness in the 
organisation of his strength. 


(Out ruler will always among the people be surrounded 
by a mob of apparently curious men and women, who 
‘will occupy the front ranks about him, to all appearance 
by chance, add will restrain the ranks of the rest out of 
respect as it wili appear for good order. This will sow 
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OF power requires for its existence that the people may be 
Bb to say "If the king knew ofthis,” or "the king will 
hear of it.” 


With the establishment of official secret. defence the 
mystical prestige of authority disappears: given a certain 
dedacit and everyone counts himself master of it, the 
sedition monger is conscious of his strength, and when 
Secasion serves watches for the moment to make an 
Tempt upon authority......For the goyim we have 
been preaching something else, but by that very fact we 
Are enabled to see what measures of overt defence have 
brought them to.

tical we shall, on the other hand, encourage every kind 

of report ot petition with proposals for the goverament 
to examine into uil kinds of projects for the amelioration 
of the condition of the people; this will reveal to us the’ 
defects or else the fantasies of our subjects, to which we 
shall respond either by accomplishing them or by a wise 
Tebutment to prove the short-sightedness of one who 
Judges wrongly. 


Sedition-mongering is nothing more than the yapping 
of a lap-dog at an elephant. For a government well 
Organised, not from the police but from the public point 
of view, the lap-dog yaps at an elephant in entire un- 
consciousness of its strength and importance, It needs 
no more than to take a good example to show the relative: 
importance of both and the tap-dogs will cease to yap 
and will wag their tails the moment they set eyes on an 
elephant. 


In order to destroy the prestige of heroism for 
Political crime we shall send it for trial in the category of 
thieving, murder, and every kind of abominable and 
filthy crime. Public opinion will then confuse in im 
Conception this category of crime with the disgrace 
attacking to every other and will brand it with the same" 
contempt. 
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We have done our best, and I hope we have suc- 
veded, to obtain that the goyim should not arrive at this 
means of contending with sedition. Tt was for this 
‘eason that through the Press and in speeches indirectly — 
in cleverly compiled school-books on history, we have 
advertised the martyrdom alleged to have been accepted 
by sedition-mongers for the idea of the commonweal. 
‘This advertisement has incrcased the contingent of liber- 
als and has brought thousands of goyim into the ranks 
‘of our livestock cattle.

O-DAY we shull touch upon the financial pro- 

gramme, which | putoffto theend of my reportus being. 
the most difficult, the crowning and the decisive point of 
Our plans. Before entering upon it [ will remind you 
thut 1 have already spoken before by way of a hint when 
1 said that the sum total of our actions is settled by the 
Question of figures. 





When we come into our kingdom our autocratic 
government will avoid, from a principle of self-preserya- 
tion, stupidly burdening the masses of the people with 
taxes, remembering that it plays the part of father and 
Protector. But us State organisation is costly, it is neces- 
Sary, nevertheless, to obtain the funds required for it. 
At will, therefore, elaborate with particular precaution 
the question of equilibrium in this matter. 





‘Que cule, in which the king will enjoy the legal fiov 
lion that everything in his state belongs to him (which 
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may easily bc translated into fact), wi be enabled to 
resort to the lawfut confiscation of all suis of every kind 
for the regulation of their circulation in the St. From 
this follows that taxation will best be covered by a pro- 
‘gressive tax on property. In this manner the dues will be 
paid without straining or ruining anybody in the form of 
a percentage of the amount of property. The rich 
must be aware that it is their duty to place a part of their 
‘uperfiuities at the disposul of the State sinoe the State 
guarantees them security of possession of the rest of their 
property and the rights of honest gains. I suy honest, 
for the contcol over property will do away with robbery 
on a legal basis. 





‘This social reform must come from above, for the 
time is ripe for it—it is indispensable as a pledge of 
Peace, 

The tax upon the poor man is a sced of revolution 
and works to the detriment of the State which in hunting. 
after the trifling is missing the big. Quite spart from this, 
a tax on expitalists diminishes the growth of wealth in 
private hands in which we’ have in these days concen- 
‘rated it as a counterpoise to the government strength of 
the goyim—their State finances. 


A tax increasing in a percentage ratio to capital will 
give a much larger revenue than the present individual 
of property tax, which is useful to us now for the sole 
reason that it excites trouble und discontent among the 
goyin. ^ 

The force upon which our king will rest consists. in 
‘the equilibrium and the guarantee of peace, for the sake 
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‘ofwhich things it is indispensabie that the capitalists 
should yield up a portion of their incomes for the sake 
‘of the secure working of the machinery of the State, 
State needs must be paid by those who will not feel the 
‘burden and have enough to take from. 


Such a measure witl destroy the hatred of the poor 
man for the rich, in whom be will see a neceswury financial 
support for the State, will see in him the organiser of 
peace and well-being since he will see that it is the rich 
man who is paying the necessary means to attain these 
things. 





Tn order that payers of the educated classes should 
mot too much distress themselves over the new payments 
they will have full accounts given them of the destination 
‘of those payments, with the exception of such sums as 
will be appropriated for the needs of the throne and the " 
administrative institutions, 


He who reigns will not have any properties of his own 
‘once all in the State represents his patrimony, or else the 
one would be in contradiction to the other; the fact of 
holding private means would destroy the right of property 
in the common possession of all, 





Relatives of him who reigns, his heirs excepted, who 
will be maintained by the resources of the State, must 
enter the ranks of servants of the State or must work to 
‘obtain the right to property; the privilege of royal blood. 
must not setve for the spoiling of the treasury. 


Purchase, receipt of money or inheritance will be 
subject to the payment of a stamp progressive tax, Any 
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‘transfer of property, whether money or other, without 
evidence of payment of this tax, which will be strictly 
registered by names, will render the former holder liable 
to pay interest on the tax from the moment of transfer 
‘of these sums up io the discovery of his evasion of 
declaration of the transfer. Transfer documents must 
‘be presented weekly at the local treasury office with noti- 
fications of the name, surname and permanent place of 
residence of the former and the new holder of the property, 
Thix transfer with register of names must begin from a 
definite sum which exceeds the ordinary expenses of 
buying and scaling of necessaries, and these will be subject 
to payment only by a tamp impost of a definite percen« 
tage of the unit. 


Just strike an estimate of how many times such taxes 
‘as these will cover the revenue of the goyim States. 


The State exchequer will have to maintain a definite 
complement of reserve sums, und all that is collected above 
that complement must be returned into circulation. On 
these sums will be organised public works. The initiative 
in works of this kind, proceeding from State sources, 
‘will bind the working class firmly to the interests of the 
State and to those who reign. From these same sums 
also a part will be set aside as rewards of inventiveness 
and productiveness. 


On no account should so rzuch as single unit above 
the definite and freely estimated sums be retained in the 
State treasuries, for money exists to be circulated end 
any kind of stagnation of money acts ruinously on the 
running of the State machinery, for which it is the lubri- 
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runt; a stagnation of the lubricant may stop the regular 
working of the mechanism. 


The substitution of interest-bearing paper for a part 
of the token of exchange has produced exactly this 
stugnation, The consequences of this circumstance are 
already sufficiently noticeable. 


A court of account will abo be instituted by us, 
and in it the ruler will find at uny moment a full accounting. 
for State income and expenditure, with the exception of 
the current monthly account, not yet made up, and that of 
the preceding month, which will not yet have been deli- 
vered 











The one and only person who will have no interest 
in tobbing the State is its owner, the ruler. This is why 
his p2rsonal control will remove the possibility of leakages 
or extravaganees, 


The representative function of the ruler at receptions 
for the sake of etiquette, which absorbs so much invalu- 
able Lime, will be abolished in order that the ruler may 
huve time for control and consideration. His power will 
not then be split up into fractional parts umonu time- 
serving favourites who surround the throne fur its pomp 
and splendour, and arc interested only in their owa and 
not in the common interests of the Slate. 


Economic crises have been produced by us for the 
rayim by no other means than the withdrawal of money 
from circulation. Huge capitals have stagnated with- 
drawing money from States, which were constantly ot- 
4d to apply to those same stagnant capitals for loans, 
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‘These loans burdened the finances of the State with the 
payment of interest and made them the bond slaves of 
these capitals....The concentration of industry in the 
hands of capitalists out of the hands of small masters 
has drained away all the juices of the peoples and with 
them also of the States....... 


The prosent issue of money in general does not 
correspond, with the requirements per head, and cannot, 
therefore, satisfy all the needs of the workers. ‘The issue 
of money ought to correspond with the growth of popu- 
lation and thereby children also must absolutely be 
reckoned as consumers of currency from the day of their 
birth. The revision of issue is a material question for the 
whole world. 





You are aware that the gold standard has been the 
ruin of the States which adopted it, for it has not been 
able to satisfy the demands for money, the more so that we 
hove removed gold from circulatton as far as possible. 


With us the standard that must be introduced is the 
vost of working-man power, whether it be reckoned in 
paper or in wood. We shall make the issue of money 
in accordance with the normal requirements of each sub- 
ject, adding to the quantity with every birth and sub- 
tracting with every death. 


The accounts will be managed by each department 
(the French administrative division), each circle. 


In order that there may be no delays in the paying 
out of money for State needs the sums and terms of such 
payments will be fixed by decree of the ruler; this will do 
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away with the protection by a ministry of one institution 
to the detriment of another. 


The reforms projected by us in the financial institu- 
tions and principles of the goyim will be clothed by us 
jn such forms as will alarm nobody. We shall point out 
the necessity of reforms in consequence of the disorderly 
darkness into which the goyim by their irregularities 
have plunged the finances. The first irregularity, as we 
shall point out, consists in their beginning with drawing 
up a single budget which year after year grows owing to 
the following causes: this budget is dragged out to half 
the year, then. they demand u budget to put things right, 
und this they expend in three months, after which they 
ask for a supplementary budget, and ali this ends with n 
liquidation budget. But, as the budget of the following 
year is drawn up in accordance with the sura of the total 
addition, the anaval departure from the normal reaches 
as much as 50 per cent, in a year, and so the annual 
budget is trebled in ten years. Thanks to such methods, 
allowed by the carelessness of the goy States, their trea- 
suries ate empty. The period of loans supervenes and 
that has swallowed up remainders and brought all the 
goy States to bankruptcy. 

You understand perfectly that economic arrange- 
‘ments of this kind, which have been suggested to the goyim. 
by us, cannot be carried on by us. 








Every kind af iam proves infirmity in the State 
and a want of understanding of the rights of the State. 
Loans hang like a sword of Democles over the heads of 
rulers, who, instead of taking from their subjects by a 
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temporary tax, come begging with outstretched palm of 
our bankers. Foreign loans are leeches which therc is 
no possillity of removing from the body of the State 
until they fall off by themsclves or the State fiags them 
Of. But the goy States do not tear them off: they go on 
in persisting in putting more on to themselves so that 
they must inevitably perish drained by voluntary blond 
letting. 





a loan, especially 
a foreign loan? A loan is—aa issue of government. bill 
of exchange containing a percentage obligation com- 
mensurate to tho sum of the loan capital, 1f the loun 
bears a charge of 5 per cent.. then in twenty years the 
State vainly pays away in interest a sum equal to the loan 
borrowed, in forty years it is paying a double sum, in 
sixty treble—and ail the while the debt remains an unpaid 
debt. 


From this calculation it is obvious that with any 
form of taxution per head the State is baling out the last 
Cappers of the poor taxpayers in order to settle accounts 
with wealthy foreigners. from whom it has borrowed 
money instead of collecting these coppers fur its own 
needs without the additional interest. 





So long as loans were interaal the goyim only shuffled 
their money ftom the pockets of the poor to those of the 
rich, but when we bought up the necessary person in order 
to transfer loans into th: exteraul sphere all the wealth 
of States flowed into our cask-boxcs and all the goyim 
tegan to pay us the tribute of subjects, 
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Jf the superficiality of goy kings on thier thrones in 
regard to State affairs and the venality of ministers or the 
want of understanding of financia! matters on the part of 
other ruling persons have made their countries debtors 
To our treasuries to amounts quite impossible to pay it 
has not been accomplished ‘without on our part heavy 
expenditure of trouble und money. 

‘Stagnation of money will not be allowed by us and 
therefore there! will be no State interest-bearing paper, 
except a one-percent. series, so thal there will be no 
Payment of interest to leeches that suck all the strength 
cut of the State. The right to issue interest-bearing puper 
Nill be given exclusively to industrial companies who will 
find no difficulty in paying out of profits, whereas the 
State docs not make interest on borrowed money like 
‘these companies, for the State borrows to spend and not. 
10 use in operations. 

Industrial papers will be bought also by the govern- 
Went which (rom being as now a payer of tribute by Joun 
‘operations will be transformed into a lender of money at 
“profit. This measure will stop the stagnation of money, 
parasitic profits and idleness, ali of which were useful for 
us among the goyim so long as they were independent 
but are not desirable under our rule. 

How clear is the undeveloped power of thought of 
the purely brule brains of the goyim, as expressed in the 
fact that they have been borrowing from us with Payment 
‘of interest without ever thinking that ali the same these. 
very moneys, plus an addition for payment of interest, 
must be got by them from their own State: pockets in order 
TO settle vp with us. What could have been simples 
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than to take the money they wanted from their own 
people? 

But it is'a proof of the genius of our chosen mind 
that we have contrived to present the matter of loans ta 
them in such a light that they have even seen in them an 
advantage for themselves. 





‘Our accounts, which we shall present when the time 
comes in the light of centuries of experience gained by 
experiments made by us on the goy States, will be dis- 
tinguished by clearness and definiteness and will show 
at a glance to all men the advantage of our innovations. 
They will put an end to those abuses to which we owe 
‘our mastery over the goyim, but which cannot be allowed 
in our kingdom. 


We shall so hedge about our system of accounting 
that neither the ruler nor the most insignificant public 
servant will be in a position to divert even the smallest 
sum from its destination without detection or to direct 
it in another direction except that which will be once 
fined in a definite plan of action. 

And without a definite plan itis impossible to rule. 
Marching along an undetermined road and with undeter- 
mined resources brings to ruin by the way heroes and 
demi-gods. 

The goy rulers, whom we once upon a time advised 
should be distracted from State occupations by represen- 
tative receptions, observances of etiquette, entertainments, 
were only screens for our rule. The accounts of favourite 
courtiers who replaced them in the sphere of affairs were 
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drawn up for them by our agents, and every time gave 
satisfaction to short-sighted minds by promises that in 
the future economies and improvements were foreseen. . . . 
Economies from what? From new taxes?— were 
questions that might have been but were not asked by 
those who read our accounts and projects

carelessness, to what a pitch of financial disorder they 
have arrived, notwithstanding the astonishing industry 
of their peoples.

now add a detailed explanation of internal loans. Of 
forcign loans 1 shall say nothing more, because they have 
fei us with the national moneys of the goyim, but for our 
State there wili be no foreigners, that is, nothing external, 
We have taken advantage of the venality of adminis- 

Arators and the slackoess of rulers to get our moneys 

twice, thrice and more times over by lending to the goy 

governments moneys which were not all needed by the 

States. Could anyone do the fike in regard to us?.... 

Therefore, I shall only dea with details of internal louns, 

Stares announce that such a loan is to be concluded 
and open subscriptions for their own bills of exchange, 
that is, for their intecest-bzaring paper. That they may 
bz within th ned at from 

a hundred to a thousand: and a discount in made for the 

earliest subscribers. Next day, by artificial means, the 

price of thui. goes up, alleged reason being that everyone 
is rushing to buy them. In a few days the treasury safes 
are, as they say, overflowing, and there's more money 
than they can do with (why then take it?) The subsecrip- 
tion, i is alleged, covers many times over the issue 
total of the loan; in this lies the whole stage etfect —look 
You, they say, what confidence is shown in thc govern- 


ment’s bills of exchange. 
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But when the comedy is played out there emerges 
the fact that a debit, and an exceedingly burdensome 
debit, has becn created. For the payment of interest it 
becomes necessary to have recourse to new loans, which 
do not swallow up but only add to the capital debt. And 
when this credit is exhausted it becomes necessary by 
new taxes to cover, not the Jouns, but only the interest 
‘omit. These taxes are a debit employed to cover a debit, 


Later comes the time for conversions, but they 
dimi the payment of interest without covering the 
debt, and besides they cannot be made without the con- 
sent of the lenders; on announcing a conversion a pro- 
posal is made to return the money to those who are not 
willing to convert their paper. If everybody expressed 
his unwillingness and demanded his money back, the 
government would be hoist on their own petard und would. 
‘be found insolvent and unable to pay the proposed sums, 
By good luck the subjects of the goy governments, know- 
ing about financial affairs, have always preferred losses 
On exchange and diminution of interest to the risk of new 
‘investments of their moneys, and have thereby many a 
time enabled these governments to throw off their 
shoulders a debit of several millions. 








Nowadays, with external loans, these tricks cannot 
be played by the goyim for they know that we shall 
demand ull our moneys buck. 





Jn this way an acknowledged bankruptcy will best 
Prove to the various countries the absence of any means 
between the interests of the peoples znd those who rule 
them, 
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I beg you to concentrate your particular attention 
upon this point and upon the following: nowadays alt 
internal loans are consolidated by so-called flying Inans. 
that is. such as have terms of payment more or less near. 
These debts consist of moneys paid into the savings banks 
and reserve funds. f left for long at the disposition of a 
government these funds evaporate in the payment of 
interest on foreign loans. and are replaced by the deposit 
of equivalent amount rentes. 


And these Jast it is, which patch up all the leaks in 
the State treasuries of the gayim, 


When we ascend the throne of the world ull these 

finuncial and similar shifts, as being not in accord with 
Our interests, will be swept away so as not ta leave a 
trace, o» also will be destroyed all money markets, since 
weshall not allow the prestige of our power to he shaken 
by fluctuations of prices set upon our values, which we 
shall announce by law at the price which represents 
their full worth without any possibility of lowering or 
raising. (Raising gives the pretext for lowering, which 
indeed was where we made a beginning in relation to 
the values ef the goyim). 


We shall replace the money markets by, grandiose 
government credit institutions, the object of which will 
be to fix the price of industrial values in accordance with 
government views. These institutions will be in a posi- 
tion to fling upon the market five hundred millions of 
industrial paper in one day or to buy up for the same 
amount. In this way all industrial undertakings will come 
into dependence upon ws. You may imagine for your- 
selves what immense power we shall thereby secure for 
ourselves.
